WasiHteron, D. C., April %6.—[Special. | 
Tuk TRIBUNE has held that the decision and 
ruling in the ease of the New Orleans & Pu- 
cine Road that the assignment of the rights 
of a railroad corporation carried with it 
whatever rights that corporation may have 
to unearned land grauts would be used by 
the Southern Pacific as a precedent under 
which it would lay claim to the vast un- 
earned land grant of the Texas Pacific Rail- 
road. That prediction has been verified, 
The railway magnates whe own the dSouth- 
ern Pacific Railroad, and who are the as- 
signees of the franchise of the Texas 
Pacific, have made application to the 
Interior Department that Comuissioners be 
appointed to examine and report upon what 
was once the Texas Pacific. No oilicial au- 
nouncement has been made of this applica- 
tion from the Interior Department, but it is 
learned from a source which cannot be 
questioned that that is substantially the ap- 
plication. Technically, the application may 
not have been made in that exact forum, but, 
as a matter of fact, the owners of the South- 
ern Pacific Raliroad have already con- 
menced iitial proceedings by which they un- 
questionably hope to secure the vast domain 
between oceans which was granted do the 
Texas Pacide Company, and which Congress 
has not declared forfelted. It is to be ex- 

cted that great political lawyers—losco¢e 
Yonkiing, sibly, and others— may soon 
appear in Washington to demand of the In- 
terlor Department that he principle . which 
Atiorney-General Brewster has laid down as 
to the rights of the assignees of the fran- 
chises off dead corporation to an unearned 
land grant, provided only that Congress shall 
not have affirmatively declared it forfeited, 
shall be vindicated in the matter of the ap- 
plication of the Southern Pacific Railroad for 
the Texas Pacific land grant, just as 
it has been in the claim of the 
New Orleans Pacific to the unknown 
roaſt of which it became the assignee. The 
principle in Both cases is the same. Officers 
of the interior Department have declined to 
express opinions whether the decision in the 
case of the New Orleans Pacific would pre 
vail iu the case of the Southern Pacitic. The 
indications are that trey are soon to have an 
opvertunity to decide. It the decision of the 
United States Supteme Court iu the Schulen- 
berg ease is to be the guide—if the Secretary 
of the Iuterior is to consider that he is sin- 
ply an executive oiticer actut under a judi- 
cial mandate, as construed by the Attorney- 
General of the United States—it is very 
possible that the vast domain granted to the 
Texas Pacific Railroad Company may, before 
Congress shall convene, be declared to beloug 
to the Southern Pacific, although the con- 
struction of the ‘Texas Pacific was scarcely be- 
gun, and the corporation has ceased to exist. 
Should such a decision be made, the railway 
barons who own the Southern Pacific, forti- 
Bed behind the doctrines of vested rights, 
will beable to ask the new Congress what 
they are going to do about it. Persons in- 
terested in the preservation of the public 
domain are considering the problem wheiher 
any legal proceedings can be commenced by 
private citizens which would prevent the 
transfer of this unearned grant to the South- 
ern Pacific yutil Congress can act upon it, 


THE PRESIDENT’S ILLNESS. 
STATEMENT OF THE §I1IIP’S SURGEON ON 
THE TALLAPOOSA. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—|Special. | 
The Tallapoosa, the Government vessel 
upon which the President was sick at Sa- 
vannak, bas arrived here. ‘The conflicting 
stories as to the President's illness may un- 
doubtedly be considered as setat rest by the 
following statement by Dr. Black, the ship’s 
surgeon, who attended the President. Ile 
said: “Il was called to attend the Presi- 
deut late that night and found him suffering 
intense pain, caused by eolic. | admibis- 
tered an emetic, which he immediately threw 
off. Seeing that the case was severe, 
I administered morphine to assuage 
the pain. This vomited him severely, 
throwing off the entire contents of the 
atomach. As the pain was not relieved I 
was satisfied that the irritating causes were 
still in his system, and deeided to administer 
an injection. He was in a somewhat critical 
though not dangerous state at this time. 
After the injection the action I hoped for set 
in, and his system seemed to be thoroughly 
clear of everything that was in it. I then ad- 
ministered sedatives which soothed him, and 
after two hours’ hard work the danger 
passed off. He was under the influence of 
these sedatives during the worning. I re- 
garded the case as a severe one, but danger- 
ous only in possibility, if not probability, of 
the setting in of inflammation of the stom- 
ach. This contingency was the anly one 


| which I most dreaded, and one from which 


the President fortunately escaped.” 


CHICAGO CASES, 
DISCREPANCIES BETWEEN JUDGE FOLGER’s 
VIEWS AND THE ACTS OF HIS CHIEF 8UB- 
ORDINATES. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—[Special. ]— 
Judge Folger, in the appointment of a Tea 
Inspector in Chicago, finds it necessary to 
say that the statements which have been re- 
cently published to the effect that efforts 
have been made to secure the appointment 
of aman from New York City as the Tea 
Inspector at Chicago were entirely without 
foundation. He had not, he said, been ap- 
proached by any merchant ot New York 
City or by the representative of any such 
merchant with reference to this appoint- 
ment, nor had he  eonsulted with 
any person from the State in 
the matter. In selecting a Tea Inspector for 
Chicago he would, he said, be governed by 
the recammendation of the customs officers 
in that city. The latest information he re 
ceived from there was to the effect that much 
difficulty had been experienced in finding a 
resident of the city properly qualified for the 
place who was willing to accept the appoint- 
ment. This statement of Judge Folger in- 
dicates that his subordinates do not report 
their actions to their chief, and that in nis 
long Ulness things happen of which he 
seems to have no knowledge. He does nat 
seem to have learned, for instance, that a 
New York man has been appointed Tea In- 
spector at San Francisco. The fact 
is that a Chicago tea-iinporter, 
who made inquiry at the Treasury as 
to the status of the case, was oificiaily in 
formed thata New York man had been se- 
lected as the Inspector of Teas at San Fran- 
cisco; thata New York man had been des- 
ignated for the same position in Chicago, but 
that his appointment had not vet been made, 
and that the Treasury Departwent was of 
opinion that pars was no one in Chicago 
who was qualified to act as Inpector of Teas. 
That was the iuformation that was obtained 
at the Treasury Department. That importer, 
who must have returned to Chicago by this 
Ume, can speak for himself. It is due to 
Judge Folger to say that the information did 
not come from him. But he certainly must 
have known thata New York man has been 
appointed Inspector at San Francisco. 
THE CASE QF DEPUTY-COLLECTOR WRIGHT.

He has found it 
necessary to state that neither the President 
nor Cabinet interfered to confirm the re- 
moval of Deputy-Colleetor Wright, but that 
that officer was removed with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury for reasons 
satisfactory to him, and that these reasons 
were not political.

Bank of New York Cry. and is a coun- 
terfeit on the First National Bank of Milwuau- 
kee, Wis. It te regarded as a very imperfect 
counterfett, and the Treasury officials are sur- 
prised that it should have passed througb the 
bank without being detected.

The master masons spent the greater part 
of the day at Mr. Prussing’s office in consul- 
tation over the situation. They say they have 
every reason to be encouraged with the out- 
look. Mr. Prussing says they are getting 
new men and good ones in much larger 
numbers than they could have hoped for, 
considering the aetivity displayed by the 
unionistsin trying to get them to join the 
union. He estimates the number they will 
have to work this morning, in addition to 
those reported heretofore, at between forty 
and fifty men, They have been judiciously 
distributed in such a manner that the union- 
ists cannot find them because of any great 
increase of force on any particular work. 

A POLICEMAN CALDED.

From the same source comes the information 
that the smaller eontractors, whether they 
belong to the masters’ asseciation or not, 
must} yield to the union or be ruined, and it 
is further said that these men want the 
trouble compromised. 

As far as ean be ascertained the leading 
masters do not share this feeling, excepting, 
possibly, that they wouid be willimg to com- 
promise if a committee came with full power 
to act from the Bricklayers’ Union, but in 
such an event the proposition must come 
from the bricklayers, as the masters have 
— refused arbitration and the unionists 
lave. 

Mr. Downey, who was reported as being 
dissatistied, says before he will aecede to the 
bricklayers’ unjust demands he will stop 
work entirely. He has all the men he wants 
for existing contracts. Mr. Loula has thir. 
teen contracts under way, and is well sup- 
plied. Mr. Winkler has several large con- 
tracts hearing completion, and is getting new 
men from Mr. Prussing as fast as he re- 
quests them. Mr. McDermott, at the Stock- 
Yards, has a large force at work, and ex- 
presses himself as well pleased at the sup- 
port he is getting from the masters’ society, 

An extensive tourthrough the southwest- 
ern part of the city revealed the fact that the 
buihktings under way are well manned, al- 
though it was impossible to ascertain how 
many of the men were union or non-union 
men. On account of the different languages 
spoken. Tne buildings in that section are 
principally residences. 

TUMBLING WALLS. 

The union contractors, Bazar & Digman, 
had quite a setback yesterday by the falling 
of a building they were putting up for Henry 
Pilgrim, on Congress street, between Latflin 
and Ashland avenue, About noon, while 
some scaffolding was being shifted, the walls 
guve way and the whole story collapsed. 
The men went down on the inside, while the 
walls fell outward, and no one was seriously 
hurt. An experienced bricklayer examined 
the martar and the sand used in making it, 
and gave it as his opinion that the sand had 
no Krit in it, being of the kind known as loam 
sand, dug out of the foundations on the 
property, and that there was not enough lime 
in the mortar. Upon examination the mor- 
tar was found to be full of lime-spots and not 
evenly mixed. Parties on the ground elaim 
the owner was responsible for the poor ma- 
terial furnished, and also for the thin walls 
and that he should bave furnished material 
to brace such light walls. 

The house, which was intended to be a 
two-story and basement, will have to be en- 
tirely rebuilt froin the foundation. 

FURNISHING RELIEF. 

At the bricklayers’ new headquarters the 
furnishing of relief to those in need had 
grown to such proportions yesterday that it 
required three or four men to wait upon the 
applicants. Among those applying were sey- 
eral women whése husbands were ill, and 


had a special committee appointed to adjust 
the difficulty. 

The fracas at Goebel & Messersmith’s 
building Wednesday evening has caused the 
union managers to adopt a new pian of deal- 
ing With the men whe get money of it and 
then go back to work. John Sings, who has 
been doing quite a thriving business in that 
Ine, had a warrant sworn out for his arrest 
last night.

As considerable stress has been laid on the 
apprentice clause in the bricklayers’ rules 
at various times by Mr. Prussing, and he had 
asserted that only two apprentices. were al- 
lowed on a jab, and that even a bricklayer’s 
Or master-mason's son could not be taken on 
us an apprentice where there were already 


prevailed upon to allow that portion of their 
rules to be seen, the bricklaygrs having 
stated that Mr. Prussing misrepresented the 
case. The by-law shows that Mr. Prussing 
has been mistaken. A master mason’s or 
bricklaver’s sou, especially if the son of the 
latter is an orphan, is allowed to go on the 
works, even it there are already two ap- 
prentices there, the union only reserving the 
right to pass upon the application as a mat- 
ter of record, The boy gets ordinary day 
laborer’s wages to start with, and after three 
years’ service is considered a journeyman.

Assignment of qa Heavy Clothing Honse 
in Cincinnati. 

Crncrnnatl, O., April 26,—[Special. |— 
Newburg, Frenkel & Co., one of the largest 
wholesale clotuing houses in this city, this 
morning made an assignment to M. J. Mack 
and Edgar M. Johnson, No statement of 
the assets or liabilities has yet been made, 
The firm’s capital is estimated at over $300,- 
000. The firm was composed of Nathaniel 
Newburg, A. B. Frenkel, and Philip Moss. 
There has been no inventory or appraise- 
ment filed, but it is stated that the assets 
equal or exceed the liabilities, which amount 
to about $850,000, The failure is considered 
an honest one, and is attributed to the strin- 
gency in money and to an unprofitable busi- 
ness. There is much sympathy expressed 
for the firm. 

The news of the fallure was a genuine sur- 
prise to the greater part af the general busi- 
ness community. he firm has done a large 
business, and has stood well. The drouth 
of two years ago hurt the clothing trade, and 
business through the South was not the best 
last year. This firm had laid in a heavy 
stock for this year’s trade, ‘The goods were 
sold on time, the firm taking the notes of the 
purchasers. Heretofore they have had 
no difficulty in selling such notes, but 
the stringency of the money market had 
made them a drug, and this was one cause of 
the failure this spring. Just before making 
the assignment they filed chattel mortgages 
aggregating $95,4 These mortgages are 
to secure some of the spectal friends of the 
firm. Itis believed that the greater part of 
this indebtedness lies with New York parties 
for goods purchased, but as the firm has 
been in the habit of purchasing some goods, 
principally jeans, through local houses and 
agents, itis reasonable to suppose that a few 
Cincinnati firms are more or less invelved. In 
wdidition to the chattel mortgages given by 
the firm, the amount covered by individual 
accommodation and collateral paper is stated 
approximately at from $180,000 te $155,000, 
accounting for about $275,000 of the liabili- 
ties. What the actual reaources of the firm 
are caunot be determined for a few days, but 
it is believed by many that they are consider- 
ably under the liabilities, whieh it seems cer- 
tain will reach $550,000. Some months sinee 
the embarrassed tiric made a statement of its 
allairs for the intormatlon of the 
First National Bank, and at that 
time there was a surplus of about $100,000, 
Since this showing, however, the affairs of 
the firm have retrograded, the effect par- 
tially of the unfavorable trade, and partially 
of the ruinous practice of engaging in busi- 
ness foreign to their legitimate sphere. It 
is stated by competent authorities that about 
$52,000 was made some time sinee, under the 
firm name, in a protitable speculation, but 
that this amount and considerable more was 
sunk in subsequent ventures. This state of 
affairs becoming generally known to 
banking cireles, discount lines were 
cut down materially, and thus 
considerable paper was foreed into the open 
market, and the device of **kiting” was re 
sorted to as a necessity. It is estimated that 
about 330,000 of the firm’s individual paper 
was forced to placement through brokers in 
country institutions, and that the accommo- 
dation paper to the amount of about $50,00) 
was shouldered by the eontracting parties. 
‘The chattel mortgages secure the indorsers 
of the accommodation paper. 
Cigarmatkere-The Men at New 

York Still Firm. 

New York, April 26.—/Special.}—The 
strike ofthe Spanish and Cuban cigarmakers 
foran advance of wages still continues. At 
the headquarters of the strikers several em- 
ployers were reported today as having prom- 
ised to pay the advanee demanded. ‘The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Gremio de Ta- 
baqueres issued a notice statime that the 
strikers were willing to suffer for the incon- 
veniences arising from the suspension of 
work for any length of time that it might be 
necessary to obtain the additional $2, 
and resolving that in case the strike 
te prolonged the strikers would go 
be Havana, Key West, Vera Cruz, 
New Orleans, and other cities. They were, 
however, very hopeful that the manufact- 
urers would inashort time accede to their 
demands because they were short of stock. 
There were several informal eonferences 
among the manufacturers, anda prominent 
manufacturer said that a couference would 
be held tomorrow afternoon. The cigar 
dealers had asked for a reduction of $3 in

There is, how- 
ever, ground for fear that some land that was 
prepared for crops last year may not be 
s0wn, because the owners broke more than 
they can. work.

Miscellaneous Crop Notes. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 26.—([Special.] 
—Advices received here today from Natchi- 
toches, La., are to the effect that the planters 
are feeling much encouraged with the 
weather prevailing there at this time. They 
have been considerably delayed in their 
planting on account of the cold, wet weath- 
er which they have had to contend with, but 
those who took advantage of the dry sun- 
shine spells succeeded in securing a good 
stand for both corn and cotton. Cotton is 
now coming up nicely and growing fast, but 
the cool mornings of the last few days have 
somewhat arrested its rapid growth by keep- 
ing the ground too cold, but no serious appre- 
hension is felt, as so far both color and stand 
are satisfactory. The corn presents a most 
promising appearance, being up and large 
enough to work, and the color every thing 
that could be desired. The acreage for this 
grain has been largely increased in this 
parish, and itis the wish and expectation of 
the planters to raise enough to supply the 
wants of the entire parish and thus prevent 
the withdrawal from this community of the 
money that is yearly sent outof it to pay 
for corn that is brought here from the 
Northwest. This one item alone will be 
of vast importance to the parish. The de- 
termination among the planters here is to 
raise a diversified crop and not make cotton 
their dependence. ith a crop of corn to 
draw on they can buy their supplies, as it 
will mature sufficiently in ninety days to be 
martetable, thus catting off the necessity of 
their being in debt till they can get their cot- 
ton ginned and in market. More corn and 
hogs and jess cotton is now the talk here. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 26.—[Special.]— 
A few days ago Mr. S. W. Tallmadge ad- 
dressed a letter to the heads of the Agricult- 
ural Departments in every wheat-growing 
State in the Union, asking for the latest in- 
formation obtainable in regard to the condi- 
tion and prospects of the grain. This even- 
ing’s mail brought detailed answers from 
Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, and Lilinois. These 
answers Mr. Tallmadge has turned over to 
Tur TRIBUNE correspondent for publication. 

The Hon. Alexander Heron, of the Agri- 
cultural Department of Indiana, writes: 
“ We estimate our wheat-crop at 75 per cent 
of last year’s. If fine weather prevails from 
now on it may improve to 80, and unfavora- 
ble weather may reduce it below 75.” 

W. J. Chamberlain, of the Ohio Depart- 
ment, says: The weather since our April 
report has been excellent, and may bring our 
May report up some, but large areas are 
killed past hupe, and probably one-fourth of 
the area may as well be plowed up.“ 

The Hon. C. E. Bowman, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, in, Kentucky says: From 

resent appearance, I would compromisé on 
ialf the amount of last year’s crop, yet I 
cherish the hope that it will reach 
as much as twothirds eof it. It 
would, with present indications, be worse 
than foolish to suppose that any contingency 
than that can occur will bring the coming 
crop up to that of last year. There were, 
say, 5 per cent overa full breadth sown in 
this State. Its present condition is certainly 
not over 80 per cent of the usual appearance 
of the crop. Some fields have been so badly 
winter-killed that they have been plowed up 
for corn. Most of the breadth sown, how- 
ever, looks from medium to fairly well.” 

The Hon. S. D. Fisher, of the IIlinois De- 
partwent, whites: “I look for an improve- 
ment to be shown in the May report, based 
upon the statements of parties in different 

arts of the principal wheat sections of the 

state. The conditton may be improved to 75 
per cent of an average crop condition repre- 
sented by 100.“ 

Secretary Babbitt, of the Wisconsin Agri- 
cultural Society, in conversation with Tu 
TRIBUNE correspondent tonight, said:“ The 
condition and prospects of the wheat crop 
for this State are about what has been re- 
ported, and the report for May 1 will show a 
decided improvement.” 

In aninterview with Tuk TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent tonight Mr. Tallmadge, who has 
made a speciaity for many years of collect- 
ing official crop reports, said: ‘* Notwith- 
standing so much has been said of late about 
the great improvement of the winter-wheat 
crop and the probable increase in acreage 
throughout the spring-wheat States, I still 
adhere to my estimate made April 15 that 
our crop of wheat will fall short 20 per cent 
of last year, and that the United States will 
not produce over 400,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. which will be 50,000,000 bushels short 
of an average for the last five years.

ENTIRE FAMILY DROWNED. 


The Father Meets Death in Trying to 
Rescue His Drowning Child—The 
Frantic Mother’s Similar 
Sad Fate. 


DayTon, O., April 26.—(Special.]—A dis- 
tressing accident happened at Middletown 


‘atlo’clock this afternoon, resulting in the 


death of an entire family—father, mother, 
and child. Atthat hour the little daughter 
of John O’Connell, living on the bank of the 
Hydraulic, a half a mile above the city, wan- 
dered away from home. 

THE CHILD’S DEATH. 

The parents did not feel alarmed at her 
absence, but quietly walked up’the Hydrau- 
lic in search of her. They were horrified, 
after going“a short distance, to dis- 
cover the childin the water, struggling in 
the last agonies of death by strangulation. 


THE FATHER AND MOTHER. 

The father immediately plunged into the 
water after the child, but he was unable to 
swim. He was seized with cramps, and sud- 
denly ceased to struggle, aud went below 
the surface for so long time that his wife, 
who had been watching his efforts from the 
brink of the Hydraulic, went to his assist- 
ance. She struggled with all the despera- 
tion of despair, butin vain. In two minutes 
after the father went into the water after the 
little girl, the father, mother, and child sank 
beneath the water. The mother’s cries had 
been heard by a number of men in the vi- 
cinity, none of whom arrived in time to 
rescue the drowning family. 


THE BRAVO MYSTERY 
[New York World.)—The anwmuncement 
which bas just been made by cable of the death 
of Dr. Gully is an announcement that the Bravo 
mystery is never to becleared up. Its is just 
seven yeurs since the death of Mr. Bravo oc- 
curred, andin that brief period all the persons 
connected with the case have passed from the 
scene. It was in December. 1875. that Mr. Charles 
Bravo, a well-to-do barrister of 30, living at 
Balbam, married the bandsome widow of Capt. 
Ricardo, a woman some years his senior. He 
was aware that during her widowhood she had 
been on intimate terms with Dr. Gully, a young 
physician of repute, but the intimacy had been 
broken off compietely, and the husband dis- 
played no signs of jealously or discontentment. 
He was rich, cheerful, and devoted to his wife, 
who apparently returned bis affection. On the 
20th of April, 1876, Mr. Bravo was taken ill after 
dining at home. His wife sent for Sir William 
Gully, who told the sick wan that be bad been 
poisoned. Mr. Bravo assented, deciaring that 
he had poisoned bimself with laudanum—aa 
assertion to which he adhered despite the physi- 
cian’s remark that the poison, by whomever 
administered, could not have been laudalnum. 
Mr. Bravo died on the following day, having in 
the interim made his will, and the post-mortem 
examination sbowed that his death bad been 
caused by poisoning with antimony. A sensa- 
tional investigation ensued, which lasted until 
August, and ended ina verdict to the effect that 
Mr. Bravo bad been potsoned with tartar emetic, 
and he bad neither committed suicide nor taken 
the poison by accident, and that there was no 
sullicient evidence to fix the guilt upon any 
erson or persons. In September, 1878, Mrs. 
ru vo died at a house in Sussex, where sbe was 
living in retirement and under an assumed 
name, Her death was caused by excessive 
drinking, and she bequeathed to Dr. Gully her 
jewelry anda large sum of money. Earty in 
1879 the case was complicated by the discovery 
of some antimony in some of the wine pur- 
chased by a gentieman in London ofthe dealer 
who had bought the contents of Mr. Bravo's 
cellar. and it Game out that Mr. Bravo had 
bought the powdersof a quack who advertised 
to cure dipsomania;> and had announced his 
intention of wean bis wife from her habits 
of intemperagce. he powders on analysis 
roved to be com posed of tartar ewetic, but these 
acts did not bring the solution of the mystery 
any nearer, since, Why. if Mr. Bravo had dosed 
the wine to sicken his wife, should he have 
drunk it or, knowing what the poison was, have 
insisted it was laudanum? Mr. Bravo's father. 
who had taken so much interest in the case, 
died in June, 1881, and now Ur. Gully bas passed 
away, with che Balham mystery apparently as 
much of a mystery as ever.

Wasmxorox. D. C., April 21.—|Special 
Correspondence. ] —It is a favorit saying of 
Washingtonians that the Capital City is to be 
the winter watering place of the continent, 
and that larger amounts of money are to be 
expended every year in costly residences for 
Northern people of wealth, who will seek in 
Washington their winter homes. This state 
ment is already realized. but Washington 
real estate is not without its notable fluctua- 
tions. Two striking illustrations of the 
changeful nature of the value of real prop- 
erty have recently been furnished by sales 
here. There was sold this week upon Capi- 
tol Hill, on the high plateau which extends 
from Lincoln Park, east of the Capitol, 
in a southerly direction towards the 
Congressional Cemetery, a tract of six 
acres of land for $3,400, or about one 
and a quarter cents per square foot. 
That tract has been in the possession of one 
family—son, father, and grandfather—for 
eighty years. The taxes paid upon it have 
aggregated $16,000, and it is assessed now at 
three times the sum for which it was sold. 
This tract is situated in that portion of the 
city from which fashion has long since re- 
ceded, which is not considered particularly 
healthful, and where manufacturers are not 
likely to locate, and to which even the poor- 
est laboringmen are reluctant to go. Yet 
it was upon this same lofty plateau that the 
real-estate speculators, three-quarters of a 
century ago, pitched their tents. It was 
here that the men, who formed what is some- 
times called the Capital-location ring, which 


was able to locate the Capital on the banks 


of the Potomac, thought that the future pop- 
ulation would be certain to spread, and it was 
in directions eastward and southward from 
the location of the Capitol building that fash- 
ion was to build its palaces. But the “ real- 
estate pool of that day outdid itself. Land 
was held at very much higher prices than it 
can be sold for today, and middle-class peo- 
ple located themselves in the valley between 
the Capitol, the White House, and other ex- 
ecutive departinents, which was soon filled 
up, and the more costly real estate in the 
Cavitol Hill country was left unoccupied.

On the other hand, across the city a stretch 
or four or five miles there was situated, at 
the foot of Kalorama Hill, a tract of land 
which for many years was a low morass or 
swamp. It was known in thecity slang as 
the Slashes.“ Ten years ago it was what 
it had been three-quarters of a century ago 
—a low, moist, unhealthy, abandoned por- 
tion of the city, where, in the midst 
of miasma, a few negro _squatters built 
their huts, and where the cows, which 
then ran wild, found scanty pasturage. Since 
1872 land has been sold in that seetion for 12 
cents per 1 foot, yet today the choicest 
portions of it are held at to 85 per 
square foot. This is the quarter, now known 
as the West End,“ wtih which the old Dis- 
trict rine begun its speculations. It was here 
that the Nevada ring purchased a great many 
acres of land at from 12 to 25cents per square 
foot, and into which dreary marsh country 
the Shepherd combination pushed its com- 
prehensive plan of improvements“ ot well- 
paved streets, broad sidewalks, and hand- 
some reservations. There Castle Stewart, 
the Honest Miners’ Cauip,“ was erected, 
and it is in the centre of vihis locality today 
where are to be found the mansion of Mr. 
Blaine, the British “Legation, and the great 
houses of Don Cameron, Robeson, Windom, 
Stanley Matthews, Van Wyck, and of all the 
rest. hese two instances illustrate the ex- 
tremes of transaction in Washington real 
estate. 

Fashion, wealth, and the improvements 
which follow in their train are rapidly mak- 
ing of this West End the most attractive 
residence portion of any American city. The 
costly houses determine the character of 
this locality for the future; yet itis a singu- 
lar illustration of the doubts of conservative 
men as to the success of the audacious real- 
estate operators who were tempted, with the 
aid of the old District Government, to trans- 
form this morass into a quarter for palaces; 
that President Grant distrusted the success 
of the scheme, and made his own investments 
about Iowa circle. This is one of the Gov- 
ernment reservations on the ridge in a north- 
easterly direction from the White House, on 
the right leg of the Isocles triangle, of which 
the White House is the apex, and 
the fashionable Connecticut avenue, 
extending from the direction of the 
White House to the Blaine mansion, is the 
other side. It was in lowa circle that 
Grant’s friends suggested that his statue 
should be erected, and it was here that he 
purchased two houses, expecting the grand 
improvements, which have indeed been 
made at the West End. 

BLAINE’S HOUSE. 


Probably the largest house in this new 
West End is that of Mr. Blaine. It stands a 
massive pile of brick, simple in its exterior— 
the esthetic world call it too angular—but 
giving the outward appearance of comfort 
and hospitality. I heard a curious story the 
other day as to the manner in which Blaine 
became possessed of the land upon which 
this mansion is built. William Walter 
Phelps, the possessor ot probably $5,000,000, 
has always been an enthusiastic admirer of 
Mr. Blaine. Mr. Phelps, sometime before 
Mr. Blaine had decided upon building, pur- 
chased two squares of ground at 
the West End at fair prices. 
Mr. Blaine hearing of it, telegraphed that he 
would take a part of his purchase, referring 
to the square upon which he has since 
erected his house. There was no further 
transaction between the two. No writings 
were passed, and there was no discussion as 
to price. It was not even understood be- 
tween them whether Mr. Blaine should take 
all the square or the small portion of it upon 
which his house is built. Let, sostrong was 
the friendship between them, that Mr. Blaine 
erected his costly house—contract price $48,- 
000 above the ground, with additions for 
changes of construction. And it was not un- 
til the other day, after a dinner in this city, 
in a few moments of time, that the two 
capitalists settled the large transaction be- 
tween them, as the result of which the entire 
square was conveyed to Mr. Blaine. Mean- 
while, Walter Phelps had been Minister to 
Austria, Mir. Blaine had been Secretary of 
State, and James A. Garfield had been mur- 
dered. 

BLAINE AS A BUSINESS-MAN, 

And as illustrating the keen business in- 
sight of Mr. Blaine, that portion of the 
square upon which he did not build has been 
so enhanced in value in consequence of the 
erection of his house and of theyeneral rise 
in property that it is very possible, if he 
should sell today, that it would be found 
that the profits from the transaction would 
go far towards defraymg the expense of the 
erection of his palace. Mr. Walter Phelps 
has retained the other square, directly facing 
Mr. Blaine’s, but it is not known that ne has 
any intention of building. 

The new Llinois Congressman, Mr. Hitt, 
owns a considerable tract in the immediate 
vicinity, which he purchased some time ago 
as a speculation, and the rise in property in 
that lucality has vindicated his selection. 

Mr. Blaine's house is an imposing struct- 
ure, covering a block of ground seventy-five 
by seventy feet, and it is solid and substan- 
tial from its steep roof to its roomy base- 
ment. The spacious halls and stairways are 
wainscoted, finished, and ceiled in oak; the 
drawing-room, the dining-room, and library 
are finished in solid mahogany, and the 
chambers in poplar aud pine. The great 
charm ot the house is that each and every 
room, large and small, has its open fireplace, 
some of them surrounded by beautiful man- 
telpieces, with carved wood and mirrors. It 
is an English house, with its comforts set off 
by many Yankee contrivances. 

HOW BLAINE SPENDS HIS TIME. 


Mr. Blaine spends a good deal of time in 
the library of his house at work upon his 
new book, which promises to be a great suc- 
cess. His publishersexpect to make $100,000 
from it, and Mr. Blaine is to have a handsome 
copyright. Mr. Blaine works without a 
shorthand writer, the practice of dictation 
having become distasteful to him. Much of 
the time, when he is not in his library, he 
can be found at the Congressional Library 
searching the archives in order to make his 
work the complete and accurate history 
which he intends it to be. Mr. Blaine, of 
course, is not working for the money which 
a successful bookmaker may expect 
to make. He is not under the neces- 
sity of resorting to literature for 
livelihood. Mr. Blaine is unquestionably a 
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wealthy man. One who knows bim well 
says that he is as rapid and clear in his busi- 
ness methods as he is in politics. “Some- 
tim ys this friend, “he is, I think, a 
little precipitate in business, but he is 
very fortunate to have most excellent busi- 
ness advisers.“ Among the men who are 
his trusted friends and have been very help- 
ful to him in business are Mr. S. B. Eiki 
former Delegate from New ag ase ind 
Henry G. Davis, ex-Senator from West Vir- 
ginia, Both of these wen have worked their 
way up froin the bottom, and both of them 
are now wealthy. Mr. Blaine is a large 
owner in profitable coal mines, and in suc- 
cessful railroad enterprises. 

Mr. Blaine’s house is a social centre. He 
is reported to have recently said to a friend: 

I want you to distinctly understand that 1 
am not a candidate for the Presidency, or for 
any political offi and nothing would in- 
duce me to be.“ r. Blaine is nominaily 
out of politics. He is still conspicuous in 
public and unquestionably always will be. 
To those with whom he talks he expresses 
himself very earnestly as to the future of the 
Republican party, but he is no croaker or 
sorehead. He believes that victory can be 
achieved in 1884 if the Republicans shall se- 
lect a candidate for the Presidency upon 
whom the factions can unite and who has 
the confidence of the 2228 

Mr. Blaine is now in excellent health and is 
often seen upon the streets these spring days. 
His hair has rapidly whitened. and he is be- 
coming somewhat portly. His old house 
was purchased by William R. Travers, the 
New York broker, and is occupied by the 
son-in-law of that gentleman, Congressman 
Wadsworth, of New York. E. B. W. 


A CENTRE SHOT. 


William Pitt, a Rough, Shot by Officer 
Kelly. 

William Pitt, long known to the Twelfth 
street police as a tough character, was shot, 
probably fatally, by officer M. Kelly at 11 
o’clock last night. Officer Kelly, who is a 
new map in the ‘Twelfth street 
district, heard some one rap- 
ping on a lamp-postin the vicinity of Max- 
well and Halsted streets about half-past 10 
o’clock, and running in that direction found 
Pitt beating his wife. Pitt and a companion 
rah away upon the approach of the officer, 
who followed them, but lost track of them 
in a neighboring alley. Returning to 
the woman, Kelly found, upon 
questioning her, that Pitt was 
her husband, and that they had been sepa- 
rated from each other for sometime. After 
advising her to get a warrant for his arrest, 
the officer continued on his beat. He had 


gone but a short distance when he heard the 
woman screaming, and, running back. 
he caught Pitt in the act of 
striking her. The officer grabbed him 
and was immediately attacked by both Pitt 
and his companion. He hammered Pitt on 
the head with his club, and both men broke 
away and started south on Halsted street. 
Kelly, following close behind them, heard 
Pitt say to his companion: Give me that 
gun till 1 kill him.“ The partner seemed to 
to have been of an accommodating disposi- 
tion, for he replied as he pulled the revolver: 
Never mind, Ill kill him.” Both men 
then turned on the officer and Pitt’s compan- 
ion snapped the pistol in his face. The car- 
tridge failed to explode, and Kelly drew his 
revolver and retreated to the middle of 
the street, eventually seeking shelter in the 
door of Lynch’s saloon, at the southwest 
corner of Maxwell and Halsted streets. Here 
Pitt ran up and seized his club, exclaiming 
with an oath, Lou can't take me; you've 
got no warrant!” atthe same time wrestling 
with him for the possession of the club. 
During this time the fellow’s friend was 
dancing around on the sidewaik telling Pitt 
to get out of the way till he shot the cop- 
per.“ Seeing that he was in a hole from 
which there was but one escape, Kelly told 
Pitt to let go the club or he would 
shoot. This threat was met by 
a remark to the effect that they 
had started in to “do him up and were going 
to do it.“ At this Kelly raised his revolver 
and fired. Pitt dropped to the walk witha 
groan and his partner ran away. ‘The officer 
then summoned the patrol from the Twelfth 
Street Station, and Pitt was taken to the 
County Hospital, where it was dis- 
covered that the ball had entered 
below the left ear, severing an artery. and 


that it had lodged in some part of his head. | 


As they did not dare to. probe the wound, 
they cannot — what the result will be. 
Pitt nearly bled to death. He was partially 
under the influence of liquor at the time of 
the fight, and about an hour previously had 
attacked Officer Dunne at the Working- 
ingmen’s Hall, corner of Twelfth and 
Waller streets, because the officer refused to 
admit him and three disorderly companions 
to a dance in progress in the hall. Dunne 
drew his revolver to protect himself, and 
some one called the patrol, whereupon the 
drunken roughs ran away. He refused to 
give the officers his address. His wife lives 
on Brown street near Fourteenth. She was 
not seriously hurt. Pitt's companion is 
known, and will be arrested on sight. 


LATE LOCAL ITEMS, 

Charles & Thompson’s saloon on Clark street, 
between Lake and South Water, was the 
scene of a shooting affray last evening 
originating in 1 drunken quarrel. 
A man named Dice, hailing from 
Denver entered the saloon, tighting drunk, and 
wanted to “lick” somebody. A man named 
Henry Snowbeam, a bartender for Walker & 
Koester, got in Dice’s way, and an encounter en- 
sued, in which Dice struck Snowbeam, and then 
shots were exchanged. A reporter who visited 
the place was told that Snowbeam pulled 
arevolver and snapped it at Dice, but that it 
failed to go off. Aman next door, however, 
said that he heard two shots, and that they car- 
ried a wounded man into the back room. This 
is thoughtto have been Dice,for Snowbeam 
soon afterward turned up with a black eye at 
Walker & Koester’s saloon, at No. 114 South 
Clark street, and leaving some message with the 
bartender, departed. ‘The police, will investigate 
the case. 

At 2 0’clock yesterday afternoon a gang of 
men in cbarge of Larry Mannion and Fred 
Smith, who were engaged in excavating for a 
water main on Western avenue, between Hurou 
and Obio streets, arranged nine charges of pow- 
der in blasts in a rocky partof the excavation. 
Eight of these had exploded all right, and when 
the ninth one failed to expiode the foremen in- 
vestigated to find out what the trouble was. 
While they were examining it it wentol® and 


badly injured both men, Smith fatally. Mannion. 


was soon back at work, but Smith was taken to 
his home. No. 3 Julian street, where be has a 
wife and seven children, and attended bya 


surgeon. 


ITALIAN PENITENTES. 

[Naples Correspondence London News.]—We 
are in the Province of Grosseto, which province 
is notable for being the worst malaria region in 
Italy. It is near midnight on Good Friday. A 
procession composed of about thirty individuals 
passes through the streets—most of them being 
young men from 15 to 25, the others boys from 
10 to 15 years of age. Their bodies from the 
waist upward are bare except for a kind of 
white cape, which is open behind instead of in 
front, and thus leaves the back and shouiders 
bare. meir faces are veiled 4 * 
white cloth with two holes for the eyes. hey 
each carry two instruments of torture, one 
calied the sferri, being a whip formed of mauy 
flexible thin strips of iron, the other called the 
spilli, and a whip made of many strings of cord 
witb kuots at the end, into which are fastened 
so many large and crooked pins. On each side 
of the procession walk men called codini, some 
of whom carry torches which throwa lugubrious 
light on the strange procession, und some carry- 
ing sticks with wbich they direct and guide the 
fiageliants. These young men and boys walk a 
distance of at least 4 mile and a half, 
now whipping themselves with the  sferrt, 
now, with the spilli, the first pro- 
duct and livid marks on 
their shoulders, and the last causing the blood 
to flow from a bundred littie pricks and scratch~ 
es. The signal for changing the mode of torture 
ia given by the codini, who strike their sticks 
on the ground, at which sound the flageilants 
change the action of their sferri ror that of the 
spilli, or vice versa, with military precision. 
After two or three hours of slow waiking the 
procession enters the church and the flagelia- 
tion is more furiously continued. After this the 
sore and woundea backs of the vpenitents are 
wasbed with water. mixed with vinegar and 
salt. In the name of civilization, say the Naples 
journals, such a custom as this should be for- 
bidden by the autbority.

DYNAMITE CONSOLATIONS. 

[Pall Mall Gazette, London.] A very reassur- 
ing letter on the subject of nitro-glycerine and 
dynamite appears iu the Times this morning 
from the manager of Nobel's Explosives Com- 
pany. The writer points out that the popular 
belief as to the destructive qualities of these 
explosives is a ereat deiusion. The effect of 
explosions of nitro-giycerine is intensely local: 
Ine power exerted on surrounding Objects is in 
the inverse ratio of the cube of the distance from 
the point of the explosion.” Hence, if aton of 
nitro-giycerine were fired in the middie of the 
Strand, it would wreck the houses immediately 
opposit, but its effect would be strictly contined 
to u very small area. At a distance of sixty

y falling glass; and che explosion. instead of 
destroying ali London, would bardly be bea 

over tbe metropolitan area. The scare, therefore,

THE AMERICAN HOG VS. THE GER 

MAN EMPIRE. 

The rule-or-ruin policy of the most selfish 
landlordism and the most necessitous aris- 
tocracy in Europe is the real reason for the 
exclusion of the American hog from Ger- 
many. Germany is ruled by a land-mo- 
nopolizing nobility with the smallest estates 
and the most miserable tenantry in Christen- 
dom outside of Ireland. If the American 
hog, cheaper and better, were allowed to 
come into competition with the starveling 
German heg this tenantry, always on the 
verge of exhaustion, would become utterly 
unable to pay their rents. and the microscopic 
nobility, with their Lilliputian assets and 
their Brobdignagian debts, would collapse. 

Bismarck forbade the importation of A mer- 
ican pork on the pretense that it is infecting 
the German people with trichiniasis. The 
falsehood is redchoed by papers fed like the 
North German Gazette from the reptilian 
fund maintained by Bismarck for the cor- 
ruption of the German press. Against his 
statements and those of his organ it is suf- 
ficient to put home evidence like that of the 
Berlin Tribune, quoted by Minister Sargent 
in his dispatches to the State Department. 
The Tribune said, Dec. W last, that it had 
been demonstrated that since 1879 nota single 
case of sickness had oceurred in Germany 
that could be traced to the use of American 
pork. Millions of the French, millions of 
the English eat American pork and are not 
harmed. In this country, where trichiniasis 
should prevail if anywhere, if Bismarck’s 
statementsare true, itis so rare that the occur- 
rence of a case is a sensation. ‘The sufferers 
from it in this country are almost invariably 
ignorant Germans, who, haying never ac- 
quired any experience lu eating meat under 
the inhuman oppressions of Bismarck’s ré- 
gime, eat the novelty here raw-—~a thing which 
itis not safe to do even with beef. 

Bismarck, “the man of blood and iron,” 
shows himself in this thing to bea miserable 
Junker hypocrii, an aristocratie class-server 
of the most detestable type, The English 
aristocracy are frequently held up to odium 
as specimen examples of an oppressive oli- 
garehy, but even the British aristocracy. 
yielded when in 1846 the question was pre- 
sented, plain and clear, Shall the people 
have cheap bread from abroad, or will you 
forbid it in the interest of your. rents ?” 
The Government of Great Britain gave the 
English people the free trade in American 
wheat which saved th .. from starvation, 
though it at once began and has not yet 
ceased to gnaw into the rents of the English 
landlords. Down to date the English Gov- 
ernment has continued its concessions to the 
tenantry, as the Irish Land act testifies. But 
the German ruling class, before whom the 
same alternative has been presented, delib- 
erately choose to starve their people rather 
than endanger their rents. Bismarck’s 
„blood and iron“ is the iron of the hardest 
landlordism in Europe, and the blood of the 
most oppressed tenantry, 

Resistance to the advent of the American 
hog, bringing cheap, clean food to the poor 
people of Germany, is the resistanee of a des- 
perate aristocracy to the destruction of their 
iniquitous order. American wheat, under- 
selling British wheat, is incapacitating the 
British farmer from paying his rents, and is 
washing out the foundation stones of English 
land monopoly and English landlordism. Just 
so German free trade inthe American hog 
would make it impossible for the German 


rents, and Junkerism, and the military oli- 
garehy, and the divine right of Emperors 
would come down with a run. If Bismarck 
were the bluff and honest Titan, as which 
he masquerades, he would trankly confess 
the truth. Ile would own that it was neces- 
sary to make the people of the towns and 
cities, who are about the only meat-eaters in 
the Empire, pay dear pricesfor poor pork in 
order that the country peovle might pay their 
landlords dear prices for poor land. But not 
even Bismareck's courage is equal to such an 
avowal, and he takes refuge behind lying 
misrepresentations of the quality of Amer- 
ican pork. 

The density and truculence of German 
bureaucratic hatred of Ameriea are aimost 
past belief. Nothing the German  Gov- 
ernment can do to discredit America 
and the Americans is left undone. 
Emigration to this country is im- 
pedéd. Our institutions, manners, and mor- 
als are systematically traduced. Every- 
thing possible is done to hinder the importa- 
tion of American. manufactures. Hams in 
wrappers are taxed by the German customs 
officials as manufactures of cotton cloth: 
canned goods are made to pay duty as manu- 
factures of tin, The outpouring of contri- 
butions from this country for the relief of 
the Rhine flood sufferers is withheld from 
them by the Government in order to delay as 
long as possible the knowledge of American 
generosity. Meanwhile Germany, according 
to the testimony of Consul Tanner, of Liege, 
is flooding our market with wines, liquors, 
beers, medicines, even mineral waters, full 
of all kinds of adulterants most injurious to 
health. They send us shoddy clothing made 
of rags infected with small-pox and other 
infectious diseases. The American Govern- 
ment ought to insist vigorously that the 
American hog should be allowed free en- 
trance into Germany. It is our commercial 
duty, looking to the best interests of the 
American producer and the German con- 
sumer. It is our political duty, for the 
American hog in Germany will be the most 
energetic possible republican propaganda. 
If Germany discriminates against our 
missionary meat, this eountry should at 
once prohibit the Importation of every adul- 
terated article of commerce from the “ Fath- 
land.“ 


SENSIBLE ADVICE TO IRISHMEN. 

A writer in the New York Sun (Dem.). 
over the signature of “An Old Observer,“ 
discusses the Irish problem ina very calm 
and sensible manner and makes some sug- 
gestions which American Irish would do 
well to heed. The very first suggestion ts a 
pertinent one, as upon its adoption depends 
the suecess of any policy which may be de- 
vised. Itis that there should be some good 
Will and unanimity among the Irish them- 
selves. They are divided into two faetions, 
the one seeking to accomplish results by 
moral and politieal agitation, the other by 
physical force. The political-mora! agitators 
are continually rent by diseords, the physical- 
force plotters are continually thwarted by 
treachery. A more ludicrous illustration of 
the latter could hardly be imagined than the 
conduct of the infamous Lynch. This man 
was eoully selected by the New York assas- 
mauon Irish as the trusted agent of the dy- 
yamiters and sent abroad upon the mission 
to blow up the House of Commons and estab- 
lish the success of the dynamite policy. The 


first thing this emissary does is to pitch the 


tenant, whose real staple is pork, to pay his | 
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engine with which he was to acoomplish his 
dastardly work into midocean, and the next 
thing he does is to lie down and squeal ”’ 
and to tell the English Government as soon 


as he arrives all about the plot, who devised 


it, and who were to assist In its execution! 
As the Sun says: Not only every Irish so- 
ciety but every clique of every soclety would 
seem missioned by some unseen power to 
take the destiny of Ireland under its own 
special guidance.” 

The one plain course before the Irish peo- 
ple, if they wish to remedy their grievances, 
is not an appeal to physical force, for at the 
present time any form of itcan only result in 
fresh disaster, but a policy of peaceful agi- 
tauion and constitutional methods, and this 
is the policy which this writer urges his 
countrymen to adopt with enthusiasm and 
unanimity. He points out that there 
is a growing disposition among promi- 
nent Englishmen to concede a large degree 


of home rule to the Irish if it is sougbt,in 1 


legal way. Ile sliows that in the House of 
Commons there are strong men like Cham- 
berlain, Dilke, Labouchére, Cowan, and 
Morley, who are prepared to let the Irish man- 
age their local concerns as the Scotch now 
manage theirs; that Mr. Gladstone himself 
has been prepared to goa to great lengths in 
that direction, as he indieated in Parliament 
before the Phenix Park murders; and that his 
son has taken the same and even a stronger 
position than his father on this subject. 
We quote an extract from the commulcation 
which is very forcible. The writer says: 
Let the Irish people, therefore, be content to 
make haste slowly, Let them not estrange che 
ripening friendsaip of the Eogiish peopie. It 
tases a long time to educate a party ora people 
out ot bad babits of thought into good ones, and 
there is no nation in the world so siow to change 
as England, but the change is going on uot only 
in Partiament but througeout the country, and 
is manifest in the writings and sayings of Eu- 
giand’s representative wen. Matthew Arnold 
has, ia the columns of the Furiniphtiy Review, 
aud in his preface to the publication of Ed: 
mund Burke's Essays on Irish Questions, 
shown the drift ot liberal opinion among nen 
of thought in Bugland. The Pall Mall Guzeclte, 
the London Dad News, the Newcastie Chronwvie, 
and other jouruais are daily feeding the Eu- 
gwiish wind with the most wholesome food con- 
cerning Irish affaira. Let this leaven work. 
Let the Irisb people welcome aid coming from 
such powerful sources. Let them pursue the 
line of Parliamentary agitation so auspiciously 
begun, and so ably conducted under tae ieader- 
ship of Charles Stewart l'aruell, and a new and 
brighter era will dawn for their country. 


If money is to be contributed for the sup- 
port of the Irish cause he urges that, instead 
ot squandering it on impracticable methods, 
in maintaining men who do no good, in 
keeping up offices that are of no use, andin 
helping a lot of lazy dynamiters to live in 
New York without work, it should go to the 
support of the recognized leaders of the Irish 
party in the House of Commons, who are not 
wealthy men, and some of whom have to 


“support themselves by doing outside writing 


and other work whilein London. The tinan- 
cial aspect, however, is a secondary consid- 
eration. The main point urged by this writer 
shows the only safe course Irishmen can 
pursue. It has accomplished all that has 
been done in the past for Ireland. Physical 
force has secured nothing, and it is sheer 
madness to imagine that it can. It consigns 
its agents every time it is attempted 
either to the gallows or to prison. 
‘lhe three great modern reforms in 
Ireland—Catholie emancipation, the disestab- 
lishmentof the Irish Church, and the Land act 
of 188l— were the results of peaceful agitation 
and legitimate constitutional methods. If 
that policy had been pursued courageously 
and with enthusiastic unanimity by the Irish 
people; if they had trusted their cool, con- 
servative leader, Mr. Parnell; if they had 
not thwarted his efforts, and not only dis- 
couraged but inflamed the Liberal party 
with indignation dy murder and dynamite, 
the condition of Ireland would today have 
been still further improved. Physical force 
notonly has accomplished nothing, but it 
has undone much that was in immediate 
prospect.

BEATING THE CREDITOR ON THE EXE- 
CUTION. 

The arrest and imprisonment of the Judges 
of the County Court of Lafayette County, 
Missouri, by order of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court in that State, is a repetition of a 
proceeding which has substantially taken 
place in this and other States. In one of the 
cities of lilinois the Mayor and Common 
Council were for many years constructively 
in prison for precisely the same offense as 


that committed by the County Judges in | 


Missouri. During a eonsiderable term of 
years following 1850 there were many cities 
and counties in Wisconsin, Iowa, and North- 
ern Illinois which recklesly subscribed to 
the capital stock of various proposed rail- 
way companies, and in payment of that stock 
issued their municipal bonds. On these 
bonds the local government paid the interest 
for a short time: and, the original railways 
having failed, and the construction of the 
roads being delayed, the taxation caused by 
the hasty contraction of debt beeame oner- 
ous. The payment of the interest was there- 
fore suspended. Enterprising members of 
the bar came forward and offered their serv- 
ices to have the issue of bonds declared ille- 
gal—they to receive a percentage of thesums 
declared to be void. Then followed a long 
period of litigation through the State and 
Federal courts, in which, as a gen- 
eral thing, the municipalities were con- 
demned to pay the principal and in- 
terest of these debits. In most cases 
these judgments were so great that hope of 
being able to pay them by taxation was 
abandoned. It was in one of these cases 
that a City Government was required by the 
District Court of Northern Lilinois to levy a 
tax to produce the revenue to pay some por- 
tion of the debt; and the Council refused or 
neglected te do anything of the kind, where- 
upon the members of the Council were ar- 
rested and brought to Chicago tor contempt. 
They were committed to the custody of the 
Marshal, and were again ordered to levy the 
tax. This order was repeated for several 
years, until at last it appeared that such an 
order could not be enforced, as to enforce it 
would require the confiscation of the greater 
part of the taxable property in the city. 
What the final outcome of the proceeding 
was we do not remember—though we are 
certain no tax-levy was ever made, and the 
debt was never paid. 

In other localities—particularly in Iowa 
and Wisconsin—the same kind of proceed- 
ings was instituted. We do not know that 
legal process was any more effectual, though 
we believe that in due time, experiencing the 
bad effects of repudiation on the character 
and credit of the municipalities, arrange- 
ments were made between the bondholders 
and the debtors by which amicable settle- 
ments were obtained, 

At later dates like debts were created in 
Illinois, and still more recently in Missouri. 
In this State, between 1804 and 1870, there 
were issued by counties, cities, and towns 
bonds aggregating perhaps $16,000,000, bear- 
ing in a majority of .cases 10 per cent inter- 
est. The issue of these bonds was in aid of 
railway companies, and they were invariably 
voted by the people of the loeality issuing 
them. To borrow money by the issue of 
bonds was a very easy thing, especially to 
people who were not specially interested in 
being taxed to pay either principal or inter- 
est. After paying interest for a few years 
the temptation to have the debts deelared 
void because of supposed defects in the pro- 
eeedings became too strong to be resisted. 
Litigation on the largest scale was ‘begun. 
In a few instanees the courts sustained the 
defendants, but in a majority of the cases 
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thé judgments were adverse to the debtors. 
Considering the great number of bonds is- 


seeking to avoid payment was small. A few 
striking instances of the successful eseape of 
debtors may be of Interest. Under the pro- 
visions of a certain 
ture various counties along the 


subscriptions of bonds. These bonds were 
duly issued and delivered. After payment 
of. the interest tor a few years, one of these 
counties, having a large amount of bonds 
outstanding, stopped payment. The defense 
was, that the law under which the bonds 
were issued had in fact never been enacted 
by the Legislature, and therefore the bonds 
had been issued without any legal authority 
whatever. The case was protracted through 
the courts for several years, finally ending in 
the decision by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, aflirmed after one or more 
rebearings, that the issue of the bonds was 
void, the supposed legislation authorizing 
them never having been passed. In the 
meantime, the date for the payment of sim- 
Har bonds issued to the same road by an ad- 
joining county under the same act of the 
Legislature was near at hand. This eounty 
had by taxation made preparation for the 
payment of the debt thus falling due; but 
before the time fur payment had arrived 
there came the decision that the whole issue 
of bonds was void. The county found it- 
self, therefore, not only without debt, but 
with $100,000 surplus revenue in its Treasury. 

The rapacity of the subsidy-seekers was 
terrible. Notonly the largest counties and 
most prosperous and growing cities, but the 
humblest towns and villages, were invaded. 
These bonds as soon as issued were handed 
over to the construction companies; and, 
during the plethora of credit, they found ac- 
ceptance from manufacturers of iron, who 
deposited them with the banks. ‘These bonds 
nearly all bore 10 per cent interest, and went 
to swell the grand column of paper credit 
which eventually went down in tha panic of 
1873. In some instances bonds were obtained 
from municipalities not having population 
or taxable property to justify one-fourth of 
this bonded indebtedness thus thrust upon 
them. In other cases, the existence of such 
debts, coupled with the abortive attempts at 
repudiation, has arrested the growth of prop- 
erty-valuations, caused the removal of in- 
habitants, and weakened, if not destroyed, 
the credit of the locality. 

In several instances where the Federal 
courts of this State have been called upon to 
enforce judgments for the payment of these 
contested bonds, the local authorities have 
had the good- sense to accept the situation, 
and, making terms with the creditors, have 
avoided further damage and delay by levying 
the taxes needed to pay principal and inter- 
est. In one case the court ordered the 
authorities of a town to levy a tax to meet a 
judgment. The proper town-oflicer resigned. 
His successor, a year later, also resigned. 
A third officer was arrested before resigning, 
and sent to jail, where he remained until-his 
official term expired. The court then directed 
the Marshal to levy the tax, and to collect it. 
Some of the zealots resorted to violence to 
defeat the sale undertaken by the Marshal. 
For a time the matter looked serious, but in 
the end the people of the town were sensible 
enough to settle the matter satisfactorily 
with their ereditors. 

In Missouri the litigation over these rail- 
road-aid bonds has been even more extensive 
than that which has taken place in the more 
Northern States. In some of the -councies 
the issue of these bonds was obtained by 
legal though most scandalous and disrepu- 
table proceedings. Gangs of men have trav- 
eled from one place to another, gone through 
the forms of organizing towns, and perhaps 
even counties, and after voting the issue of 
bonds have departed to places unknown. 
We do not know the grotinds on which pay- 
ment of the bonds issued by Lafayette Coun- 
ty was resisted: but the validity of those 
bonds seenis to have been finally accepted by 
the county to the extent of paying 80 cents 
on the dollar on $170,000 of the original debt, 
leaving only $2,000 unsettled. On this small 
sum a creditor demands full payment. With 
the purpose of coercing the holder of these 
bonds to accept 80 cents in place of 100, the 
County Court, representing the public senti- 
ment, refused to fund the old bonds; hence 
the appeal to the courts, and the consequent 
arrest of the County Judges, whose duty it 
is to issue the new bonds. The amount in 
controversy is really only $400, which cer- 
tainly the county ought to settle without the 
expense of these proceedings. 
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BRITISH GOLD. 

When the anti-slavery agitation began in 
this country it was promptly attributed by 
the slaveholders and their organs to Brit 
ish gold.”

‘This organ of the subsidized bosses believes 
that British gold” has inspired all the wri- 
ters of the text books on political economy;

Republican and Democratic; all the public 
men—in short all who oppose the unconsti- 
tutional practice of taxing the masses to en- 
rich the few. It apparently is convinced that 
even the students in the colleges are hired by 
British gold” to accept the “ pernicious 
dactrines of reformed tariff taxation.“ There 
is an unseen force,“ it says, at work in 
this country for free trade.”

the most earnest and faithful journalists of 
the country, who advocate reformed taxa- 
tion in the interests of the masses. Acecord- 
ing to this twilight luminary they are dis- 
honest recipients of foreign bribes. No

ARTISTIC CORPORATIONS. 

In the recent struggle between Managers 
Abbey and Mapleson for the possession of 
Adelina Patti next season there is more than 
appears upon the surface. It was directly a 
fight between two individuals; indirectly a 
fight between corporations. The individual 
fight is most interesting just at present; th 
war between the corporations will be devel- 
oped in the future, In this game of counterbid- 
ding, it is by no means certain that Mr. Ab- 
bey wanted Mme. Patti at all. Certainly, with 
such singers in his troupe as Nilsson, Scalchi. 
Campanini, Del Puente, and Valleria, he does 
not need her, for it is unquestionably the 
strougest operatic combination that can be 
made in the world. What was his object 
then in bidding for her? Probably this: Mr. 
Abbey is an adept at poker, and understands 
how far he can bet with safety. Last season 


Mme. Patti’s services were so expensive that 


Mapleson could only afford to let her sing 
about twice a week, and was obliged to 
charge the much-plucked public from five 
to six dollars per night for the pleasure of 
hearing her in two or three stale works. As 
Mapleson must have her next season or go 
without any one, Abbey decided that he must 
pay handsomely for her. So while Patti was 
in the market he skillfully saw Mapleson and 
went hima few dollars better until he had 
run him up to $5,500 per night, it is said, and 
then dropped him, This, of course, is going 
to make opera pretty expensive for Mapleson, 
for with a single artist for his attraction, and 
that artist costing him 85.500 every time she 
opens her mouth, the public are much more 
likely ta be taxed eight or ten dollars than 
five or six to hear her. Meanwhile Abbey 
with a stronger troupe at reasonable prices 
takes the field. 

The Other feature of this competition is 
quite as interesting. Abbey, it is understood, 
is backed by Vanderbilt, while Mapleson 
boasts that Hoey will not see him fail if it 
takes all the resourees of the Adams Express 
to pullhim through. As against the express 
company Abbey has the resources of the 
New York Central. This introduces the new 
elementin operatic management of a com- 
petition between great corporations. Hither- 
to we have had nothing of the kind, except 
when Fisk and Jay Gould and the Erie gal- 
lantly backed the opera-bouffers, and hoisted 
them into a success, which lasted until Fisk— 
in his own classic language—went wh ere the 
woodbine twineth. But there was no com- 
petition in that deal. In the efforts of the 
New York Central and Adams Express to 
advance the cause of art there will be a 
struggle and no danger of pooling. At the very 
outset, the Vanderbilt opera has an im- 
mense advantage over the Adams Express 
opera. Having unloaded Patti upon the lat- 
ter at $5,500 per night, it is hard to see how 
the express compauy can give opera at cheap 
rates. The Vanderbilt arrangements are 
such, however, that rates can be shaved 
down pretty low and still pay a handsome 
profit on the investment. If Vanderbilt cuts, 
however, the Adams Express must cut, but 
the moment it begius to cut it begins to lose, 
and by judicious cutting on Vanderbilt’s 
part he in time can swamp the express com- 
pany and quietly absorb it. 

The probable result of this artistic corpora- 
tion war will de cheaper opera next season. 
It is possible thata lover of opera may attend 
through a week’s season without mortgag- 
ing his house and plunging his family into 
poverty. In case the Adams Express should 
decide to commence a war of rates irre 
spective of losses, we may yet have an op- 
portunity cf going to the opera at prices 
which will make high art easy to have in 
every family, and cause loud wails of pro- 
test from negro minstrels, church concerts, 
and parlor soirées, as they behoid Patti and 
Nilsson taking away their patronage. The 
fluctuations of opera, when conducted upon 
railroad rules and regulations, may be dis- 
tressing to managers, but the public will 
have the advantage of cheap shows, and will 
get what it has rarely had before—che real 
worth of its money.

Tux signal-servyice people are hard to 

please. A dispatch of the 24th says: 


The officers of the Signal-Service Bureau atate 
that the report of tna tornado having swept 
across Mississippi to Tennessee and Georgia is 
misleading. The tornadoes in Mississippi and 
Georgia bud no connection with each otber and 
were different storms. They were small, local 
tornadoes, generated at different points as the 
great storm advanced from the northwest by its 
meeting the warm current from the south. 
These local tornadoes are always liable to occur 
as the olfshoots of a main storm, and are not, 
as has been represented, themselves storms, 
moving over the country for any considerabie 
distance. They soon spend their strength and 
disappear, as was the case with the Mississippi 
and Georgia tornadoes in the immediate neigh- 
borhoud where they were created. 


It is possible that the signal-service fel- 
lows may be correct; but inasmuch as the 
terrible main storm did no particular dam- 
age anywhere, and these mere local ‘affairs 
killed several hundred people, maimed se- 
eral hundred more, and tore everything to 
flinders that they touched, it does not seem 
consistent to speak of them so contemptu- 
ously. They may have been nothing but 
offshoots of the main storm; but, judged by 
results, the people of Mississippi and Geor- 
gia would probably prefer the main storm 
every day in the year to half a minute of 
one of the offshoots, It is all very well for 
Old Probabilities to sit in Washington and 
maligu the Mississippi tornado; but if he 
and his bureau had been in its path he would 
have considered it a main storm, or suffi- 
ciently so for all practical purposes—that is, 
if there had been enough lett of him or the 
service to consider that or anything else. 


ANOTHER hearing has been had and an- 
other remand taken in the case of the seven 
men charged with treason-felony in connec- 
tion with the unlawful possession of dyna- 
mite in London and Birmingham.

Narrow EscarPk FOR THE MISSISSIPPI 
Dg_tTa.—The delta of the Mississippi bas recent- 
1 made a narrow escape from a most disastrous 

ood, The fact that this escape is due to un- 
usual vigilance rather than to any especial good 
fortune should lead us to inquire how we may 
best render ourselves secure against overflow 
in the future. 

As matters now stand, the State and the 
various levee districts spend annually vast sums 
to build levees that protect large sections of 
fertile country, but no organized, em ef- 
fort is made to guard these levees after they 
have been built. The history of the Bonnet Carre 
levee during the recént extreme high water 
shows that itis quite as important to protect 
levees as to build them. If the Mississippi Val- 
loy Railway Company bad not bad men and ma- 
terials at their instant disposal the story of 1874 
would have been repeated, and Lake Pontebar- 
train would bave been flooded with Mississippi 
water.—N. O. Time Democrat. April 22. 

This means that the planters, knowing the 
dauger to which they were subjected by the as- 
tounding folly of ciosing the outlets, would have 
cut the levee at Bonnet Carre if it had not been 
guarded by armed men. The railroad, not wish- 
ing to provide for the passage of the surface 
water under their tracks as beretofore, bad the 
levee patroled by armed men. And what calam- 
ity would have bappened if the Bonnet Carre 
outlet bad been opened? Why, Lake Pontchar- 
train would have been flooded with Mississippi 
water! Why should such puérile stuff as this be 
thrown at the country? The probability is that 
the outlet into Pontchartrain will be opened 
when the high water that is on the way reaches 
that point. The people will be animated by the 
instinct of seif-preservation, ahd tear away the 
obstruction chat puts them in dead peril. The 
general rain that has just fallen over the Mͤissis- 
sippi Valley has raised the rivera from the Cum- 
berland to the Yellowstone. Tne reports indi- 
cate that the Mississippi, which continues bigh at 
New Orleans, will overwhelm the city if the levees 
do not break so as to give the flood outlets. If 
the Eads theory for the improvement of the 
Mississippi is the thing, now ig the time to stop 
the Atchafalaya at the head. Eads is the great 
man at New Orieans, and he wants all the water 
possible in the river. and would stop all outlets, 
that of the Atchafalaya included. One dozen 
old steamboats, each with a cargo of willow and 
cottonwood, and with a few barges loaded with 
stone in tow, and the dredges and other plant” 
of the Mississippi Commission, all sunk together, 
might form the desired “sill,” This would give the 
Mississippi such additional force as to enable it 
to “scour” New Orleans to the foundations. 
One of two things shouid be done while the flooda 
gather—the Atchafalaya should be checked at 
the head with the “plant” of the commission, 
or Fenian dynamite should be used on the jet- 
ties. We need a river policy.—Cin. Com'l Ga- 
zeite. 


Last year the Republican City of Minne- 
apolis just for a change elected a Democrat 
named A. A. Ames Mavor, and this spring eleet- 
eda board of Republican Aldermen. The city 
is overrun with doggeries; some 500 druuk fac- 
tories are in full blast. The City Council con- 
cluded to try the experiment of reducing their 
number by raising the license from 6100, the ex- 
isting tax, to $1,500, and passed au ordinance to 
that effect.. The jump up was too great, how- 
ever, for the Mayor,who vetoed the ordinance on 
these grounds as set forthin his veto message: 

I am not prepared to say how this $1,500 
license would. operate in this community; nor 
am I willing by my aid to try an experiment 
which has worked disaster to all great cities in 
civilization where it bas been tried. If the or- 
dinance should become a law, I presume ali the 
saioons in the city would open their places as 
drug-storea, employ cheap doctors to sit at the 
front doors and write prescriptions for liquors 
and beer, which would settle the dilema surely. 

A vote was taken to pass the ordihance over 
the veto, and the result was yeas l4, nays 8. not 
two-tbirds. A motion was made to substitute 
51.000 for $1,500, but that also failed by one vote, 
Finally it was proposed to make the tax $500, 
but that, too, failed by one vote. If the Council 
bad originally fixed the tax at $500 instead of 
$1,500, it is quite probable that a two-thirds vote 
would have been secured for it; or the Mayor 
might perhaps have signed it. But the four 
Probibitionist s in the Council pushed their op- 
portunity to secure high license too far, and 
have got nothing. The Minneapolis Pioneer 
Press, comamenting, says: 

The fact that each time there was lacking 

he one vote necessary to secure the 
two-thirds required to pass the measure 
over the Mayor's veto wil) convince the 
most sanguine friends of nin license that 
no reasonable hope exists for the accom- 
plishment of any progress in that direction the 
present year. ld. Morse, contrary to the ear- 
nest hope of every advocate of reform in tne 
city, voted at every stage with, the friends of the 
saloons; and us there is no reason to expect that 
be will ohange his vote upan the tinal passage cf 
tue amendment, which went over until the next 
regular meeting of the Council, or upon the at- 
tempt to pass it over the second veto, which is 
sure to follow, there ts nothing for the friends 
of reform to do but to bide their time and bring 
the issue before the people at the next munici- 
pal election. It is a sorry result of patient ek ort 
and long waiting; but there is nothing to do but 
to abide the issue with whatever resignation is 
possible. and prepare in season for the final ap- 
peal. That © friends of good order will tri- 
umpb at last, the result of the last election, the 
Mayor to the contrary notwithstanding, tur- 
nishes the most convincing proof.

Senator Kelly introduced a bill, sent over by 
bis Quincy constituents, allowing cities and vil- 
inges to increase their levy for water-works to 
two mills on the dollar and fur gas to three 
mills.

UPPER BERTHS. 

Senator Mason's siceping-car bill, prohibiting 
the lowering of upper berths where are not 
actually occupied, came op oa third reading and 
was attacked by Senator Shaw, who argued that 
the railroad companies were the common dar- 
riers, and that a bill declaring sieeping-car 
companies common carriers would create u 
doubie liability. lo Shaw’s opinlou a bill reru- 
lating the cost of dinners and wines on the 
dining-cars would be more appropriate and more 
necessary than the present one. 

ONE SIDE. a 

Senator Mason warmly defended the bill. It 
declared sleeping-cur companies what the Su- 
preme Court nad just deciared them—common 
carriers—aud the declaration could do no possi- 
ble harm. The present practice of selling a 
lower berth and then letting down the upper be 
roundly characterized as a scheme to blackmail 
the public into buying a whole secdon. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Senator Condee claimed that the passage of 
the bill would simply expose the sieeping-car 
companies to their piltering employés, and 
that it would be a gross hardsbip on 
a man in a lower berth to wake 
him up in the middie of the night for the pur- 
pose of wetting the bed-clothes out fgom under 
the lower berth in order to make up the upper 
for a passenger who got on the train somewhere 
on the road. 

WANTS THEM ABOLISHED. 

Seator Rogers said that he would be for the 
bill if it only abolished upper bertns, and 
went on to relate his unlucky experiences in an 
upper berth a few weeks ago. Upper berths 
should be abolished, in his opinion, unless the 
sieeping-car companies furnished their occu- 
pants with good, strong pieces of rope to tie 
themselves in and keep them from falling out. 

AGAIN TO THE BREACH. 

Senator Mason, in reply to Senator Condee, 
said the sieeping-car companies could obtain 
honest empioyés if they paid them enough wages. 

PASSED. 

After some further talk and tun the roll was 
called and the bill was passed by a vote of yeas 
W. nays 6—Campbeil, Iborn, McNary, Needles. 
shaw. Berggren. Senator Condee voted aye at 
the last moment, and subsequently entered a 
moon to reconsider, The bili as passed, is as 
follows: 

WHAT IT IS. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, etc., That all persons, 
companies., and corporations owning or operiat- 
ing sieeping-cars in this State are bereby de- 
ciared common carriers. , 

Sec. 2. Whenever auy person or persons shall 
my for the use and occupancy of a double 
ower bertu in any sleepiag-car io this State, 
such person or persons so paylug for and occu- 
pying such berth shali have the right to say to 
the conductor, porter, or other person in charge 
of such sleeping-car whether the upper doubie 
berth shall be opened or closed until such upper 
is actually sold and occupied, and it shall be the 
duty of such person, company, or corporation 
owning or operating such sieceping-car to com- 
ply with the request of such person or personas 
who bave paid for the use of such double lower 
berth. 

Sec. 3. Any person, company, or corporation 
refusing to comply with the provisions of tQis 
act shail be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined not less than 
$50 nor more chau 8200. 

Spe. 4. All tines imposed and collected for 
any violation of the provisions of this act shall 
be paid to the Treasurer of the city, town, or 
Village where such tine is imposed, for the use 
and beneltit of the public common schools. 

ADVANCED ON THE CALENDAR, 7 

Senator Gillbam's Hard-Road bill was taken 
up on second reading, somewhat amended, and 
its further consideration postponed until tomor- 
row morning. 

Senator Condee’s bill, to provide for the erec- 
tion of warehouses at South Chicago, struck a 
snag and Was finally recommitted, with Seuator 
Condee’s consent, on the discovery that the peo- 
ple who drew it and sent it down to him marked 
io an amendment cootaining more than was 
really wanted. 

ANTI-DRUNKENNESS. 

Senator Clark's bill, providing beavy penalties 
for drunkenness, came up on second readmg, 
and provoked a long and earnest discussion. 
The present law imposes a fine of $5 fora first 
and $25 for a second offense. The bill adds the 
costs in both cases, and mukes it a part of the 
judgment that the detendant shall be 
committed to jail uutil the fine and costs are 
aid, or he is otherwise discharged according to 
aw. The bill further provides that on a third 
conviction the defendant shall be deemed guilty 
ofa misdemeanor, and jailed for trom thirty 
days to six wonths, with costs. Oo a fourth or 
any subsequent conviction heis to be deemed 
guilty ofafvlony and sent to the penitentiary 
for a year. Ail the Democratic Senators op- 

sed the bill, and three or four Republicans, as 
mposing severe and unusual punishment, which 
would not or could not be enforced, and as im- 
pudeutly intertering with personal liberty and 
the honest vitizeu’s right to get drunk whenever 
and wherever be pleases. 
Senator Clark muiutained that tne true policy 
was to make drunkenness odious, and chat after 
the commission of one or two offenses the habit- 
ual drunkard, with the penitentiury staring bim 
in the face, would suddenly break off his evil 
courses. Senator Rice, who was for the Dill, 
and Senator Rinehart. who was decidedly against 
it, bad a wordy tilt, in whieh Rinehart rather 
got the bestof it. Senator Morris objected to 
making it a penitentiary offense for a man to 
engage in what he called “a plain, harmless 

but said he wus for the Dill 
could be amended by making 
felony to engage, while drunk, 
in the commission of a crime. Senator Hunt 
suid it was the passage of such bills as this that 
engendered public contempt for the law and the 
law-making power. Public sentiment was not 
behind them, and hence they were vot enforced. 
After a protracted debate the Senute sat down 
on a motion to knock out the enacting clause, 
but adopted an amendment by Senator Berg- 
gren striking out the last clause of the bill and 
making the penulty for a third or any subse- 
quent conviction imprisonment in the county 
jaii for from thirty days to six months, in addi- 
tion to paying the costs. Thus amended the bill 
was sent to third reading. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 


The motion to reconsider the vote by which 
the Railroad-switch and Crossing bill was lost 
was made a special order for next Weduesday 
at 10 o'clock, after which the Senate adjourned 
for the day. 


THE HOUSE, 

A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April 26.—|Special.]—The 
House met with only the Republican seats oc- 
cupied, the Democrats being in caucus on the 
question of securing harmony. Owing to a 
rather slim attendance there was no interchange 
of views, and the caucus adjourned until 7:30 
this evening. 

REPORTS, 
A number of reports from committees were 
presented, and one biil was advanced to third 
reading, but then a demand for the regular 
order was made, and the House refused to sus- 
pend the rules and consider other bills. 
SEXTON’S SAY. 
Mr. Sexton opened the day’s attack on the 


Appropriation bill with an amendment to se- 


cure “economy’”’ by cutting down the ap propri- 


ation for repairs and iocidental expenses in the 
ollice of the State Treasurer. The size» ithis 
retrenchment was $500, and Mr. Sexton called 
attenuou to it as an illustration of how the 
Republicans are trying to rob the people of the 
State. The effect of the speech wus that the 
House promptly defeated his amendment. 

SOMETHING THAT COUNTS. 
Mr. Henry followed with a proposition to cut 
off $20U from the pay of the Stute Treasurer's 
messeuger, Making his salary $600. Mr. Mitch- 
ell, with biting sarcasm, suggested that this was 
an extravagant waste of the people's money, 
and the Democratic side ought to show their 
desire for economy by cutting the pay to 8800.

Fruit and Vegetable Rates Established 
by the Illinois Central for the 
Summer. 


Eastern Live-Stock and Dead-Freight 
Pools—The Joint Executives to 
Meet Today. 


Equalization of Rates to Oolorado and 
Wyoming—Receipts of Grain at 
New York.

Meeting of the Freight and Passenger Agents 
in New York—Percentages, Classifi- 
cations, and Rales. 


Arrangement for the Transportation 
of Fruit and Vegetables by the III. 
nois Central. 

Mr. Horace Tucker, General Freight Agent of 
the Illinois Central, gives notice to shippers and 
ageuts of the following fruit arrangements for 
1883: 

“The fruit train will start from Cairo and run 
to Chicago and Dubuque, when the bulk of ship- 
ments warrants, and will stop only where fruit 
is to be received or delivered. Ali freight for 
the fruit train must be delivered to the stations 
at least ten minutes before the schedule time of 
the train, so that it may be weighed, way billed, 
and handled properly. Shippers are requested 
to operate with company’s eurnest endeavors 
to keep the train on time by discontinuing the 
unnecessary delays caused by tardiness in de- 
livery. The rates on fruit and vegetables to Chi- 
cago by fruit trains will be as follows: 
From stations between Cairo and Anna, 
inclusive, 80 cents per pounds, 
Cobden and St. Johns, inclusive, 75 cents; Tam- 
aroa and Central City, inclusive, 70 cents; Odin 
and Mattoon, inclusive, 65 cents. Iu full car- 
loads not to exceed 16,000 pounds to one con- 
signee the tollowing rates tu Chicago will be 
charged: From stations betweeu Cairo and 
Anna, inclusive, $100; Cobden and St. Johns. 
$90; Tamaroa and Ceutrai City, 885; Odin and 
Mattoon, $75. Onions, potatoes (sweet or com- 
mon), apples, and tomatoes, either mixed or 
alone, will be taken iu car-loads of 16,000 pounds 
or less by fruit trains, 20,000 pounds or less if by 
freight trains, from ail stations south of Cen- 
tralia to Chicago at $80 per car by fruit train or 
$50 per car by freight train: they must 
be shipped by one consiguor to one consignee. 
Vegetables, less than car-load, inciuding 
tomatoes will be taken by fruit-train at 25 per 
cent less than the above rates when in lots of 
1,000 pounds or upward, from sume station, same 
shipper tosame consignee. The company will 
not be responsible for delivery, and fruit and 
vegetables by freight- trains must be entirely at 
owner's risk; all vegetables and fruit left at the 
close of business for the day will be turned over 
to the warehousemen for sale on account of 
charges. 


The Eastern Live Stock and Dead 
Freight Poolis—Questions to Be Con- 
sidered by the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee Today. 

The Joint Executive Committee which has 
been in session in New York during the last two 
days considering passenger affairs of the roads 
east from St. Louis and Chicago will meet to- 
day to consider the complications regarding 
freight matters. ‘this meeting will be of the 
greatest importance, as from its action will de- 
pend in a great measure the continuance of the 
Eastern freight pool. The question to be con- 
sidered first will be the division of live-stock 
traffic from Chicago. As has already been 
Stated the Nickel-Plate which was recently 
awarded 10 per cent of the east-bound iive- 
stock business from Chicago is not satisfied and 
wants a larger share. The anti-Vanderbilt 
roads think that the Nickel-Piate has no reason to 
be dissatistied, and that 10 per cent of the 
business isalarger siice than it is entitled to. 
Then the Chicago, St. Louis & Pittsburg (Pan- 
Handle) also wants a percentage of the business, 
which demand is ridiculed by the Vanderbilt 
roads, which claim that this is nota new line 
and not entitled toa sbare of the business, its 
proportion being included in the percentage al- 
lotted to the Pennsylvania Company. The 
Grand Trunk also is not satisfied with the 6 per 
cent it is getting, and wants a larger proportion 
of the business. An effort will also be made to 
uc the dressed-beef business which now goes 
into the dead-freight pool into the live-stock 
pool. The question of advancing dressed beef 
rates will also cause considerable trouble before 
it is disposed of. These matters will bave to 
be acted upon before any action regarding 
the reorganization of the dead-freight pools can 
be taken. It is burdly probabie that this meet- 
ing willbe able to satisfactorily arrange these 
matters, as in about a month from now tne Chi- 
cago & Atlantic will also be in the fleld for 
througu business, and the whole matter would 
then have to be takeu up and gone over aguin. 
ln view of this fac ana in order to avoid an 
immediate rupture between the Eastern roads, 
it is quite likely that action will be postponed 
until after the openimg of the Chicago 
& Atlantic. An effort will be made 
at this meeting to bring about 
afurther reduction in east-bound grain and 
provision rates;.not because of the competition 
by the lake lines, but because some of the roads 
are reported to be still cutting the rates, and it 
is the opinion that unless rates are made so low 
as to leave no margin of protit, if a cut is made, 
a general war on rates cannot be avoided. The 
grain receipts in New York are beid to be an 
indicatiou that the rates are still cut by some 
of the lines. The Erie this month bas been in- 
creasing its advantages over the New York 
Central. and the Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern over the Pennsylvania. The receipts of 
grain at New York by the four roads for the 
first two weeks in April were as follows, the

Equalizing Rates to Colorado and 
Wyoming Points. 

The Commissioner of the Colorado Traffic As- 
sociation bas issued a circular, of which the fal- 
lowing are the principal points: 

The publisbed rates of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way from Council Biutts, la., to Fort Collins, 
Loveiand, and Lupton, Colo., are less on some 
classes than those wade by the same railway 
from Kansas City, St. Joseph, and Leaven- 
worth to the same points. In order 
that the through rates via Kansas City, 
St. Joseph, or Leavenworth shall be the same as 
via Council Bluffs, freight destined to points in 
Colorado above named, forwarded via Kunsus 
City, St. Joseph, or Leavenworth, sbould be 
billed until further notice to those points at the 
current rates, less the following: Five cents 
per 100 pounds on first, second, third, fourth, and 
fifth classes, and classes A and B two cents per 
100 pounds; on class D and soft lumber for Fort 
Coliins, tive cents per 100 pounds on first, six 
cents on second, tive cents. on third, fourth, and 
fifth classes, and cluss A, and one cent per 100 
pounds on classes B, D, and soft lumber for 
Loveland. Two cents per 100 pouuds on class A 
tor Lupton.” 

The Commissioner of the Iowa Trunk Line 
Association makes announcement as follows: 

“The published rates of the Union Pacific 
Railway trom Councii Bluffs, la., to Cheyenne, 
W. T., are less on some classes than those made 
by the same railway from St. Joseph, Leaven- 
worth, or Kausas City to the same point. In 
order that through rates via these points shall

Meetinzs at New York—Freitght and 
Passenger Departments of the Exec- 
utive Department. 

New Tonk, April 26.—[Special.]—The General 
Managers of the trunk lines and the Western rail- 
roads were in conference at the Winasor Hotel to- 
day over various subjects affecting freight 
agreements. Detail changes were made in the 
lumber rates and the difference maintained be- 
tween the rates on ore and those on bullion. Ihe 
priucipal topic of discussion was a change in the 
basis on which east- bound freight rates are fixed, 
as affecting the roads that lead to the lake 
ports. All east-bound rates are now arranged 
on ascale of percentages based upon au arbi- 
trary rate established between Chicago and New 
York. From this arbitrary rate an agreed 
reduction is made as to the rate from an 
interior place by tindmg the percentage 
on a mileage basis of the through 
rate from Chicago and adding to it the 
amount of the first arbitrary reduction 
from tbe Chicago rate. It is asserted by the 
Southwestern rouds that this plan discriminates 
against them in favor of the lines that lead 


lines. Under its workings, they say, shipments 
leave the railroad at points On the lakes which 
might otherwise be carried turtber by rail. The 
present plan mainly aifects the roads that lead to 
Toledo, Cleveland, and Detroit. A change is 
specially sought which will prevent any enjoy- 
meut of advantage by auy one of these places 
over the others.

Sr. Paut, Minn., April 26.— [Special. I— The 
agreement made some time ago between the 
Northern Pacific and Manitoba Roads in relation 
to certain business and certain lines of road 
culminated today in a deed of conveyance, in- 
volving in the transfer over $2,000,000, being filed 
with the Secretary of State. By the transfer 
the Manitoba secures possession of the Suuk 
Centre Northern, extending from Sauk Centre 
to Clarissa. Todd County, a distance of thirty- 
one and a half miles; of the Minneapolis & St. 
Cloud, extending from St. Clair to Hinckley, 
Pine County, a distance of sixty-six and 
a half miles, and a portion of the Fergus 
Falis to Pelican Rapids, a distance 
of twenty-one miles. The considerations were 
for the Sauk Centre Northern, $453,692.25; for 
the Minneapolis & St. Cloud, $1. 582.12: and 
for the Fergus Falls & Black Hills, $221,796.89— 
making the total consideration 82,066.07 1.21. By 
these transfers the Manitoba gains an entrance 
to several counties, which will much swell the 
business of the road. The Sauk Centre acquisi- 
tion will give them an opening to Todd County, 
the Fercus Falls, direct communication with St. 
Vincent, and the St. Cloud & Hiuckley a con- 
nection with the St. Paul & Duluth after tra- 
versing Benton, Lacs, and Kanabec Counties. 


The Western Indiana as a Purchaser. 

The Western Indiana Railroad Company, as 
will be seen elsewhere, nas offered $70,000 cash 
for the school property near the corner of Third 
avenue and Twelfth street. The lot is 144 feet 
on the former and 147 on Fourth avenue, mak- 
ing the average price per foot $240, which is $77 
more than the value placed upon it by the board 
on the Ist of January.

Operations of the Syndicate Controlling 
the New Kork, West Shore & Buffalo 
Road, 

NEW YorK, April 26.—({Speciai.]—Messrs. 
Winslow. Lanier & Co., who in December last 
took for a syndicate they represented $10,000,000 
of the bonds of the New York, West Shore & 
Buffalo Railroad, have taken the remainder of 
the bonds for tnis syndicate, amounting to $10,- 
262,000. This amount completes the placing of 
the entire issue of vonds ($50,000,000), and in- 
sures the furnishing of the money necessary to 
the eompleuon of the road. It will also allow 
$6,000,000 for the complete equipment of the 
road, a large fund for the completion of 
the terminal facilities, and leave a reserve of 
cash sufficient to puy the interest on the entire 
bonded indebtedoess for July and January next. 
Tuis reservauon was made a coudition for plac- 
ing the loan. although the Ontario & Western 
Road guarantees the interest of 0,000,000 in 
bonds. Other charges which the road must earn 
umount to only 82.000.000 per annum, being 5 
per cent on $40,000,000, not guaranteed. The 
Engineer states that the road will have been in 
operation fully six months by the time the Jan- 
uary, 1884, interest falls due. 


Reported Sale of the Palmer and Sul- 
livan Rallroad to an English Syndi- 
ente. 

MATAMORAS, Mexico, April 25.—Todey a heavy 
capitalist of Monterey telegraphed the largest 
merchant and railroad owner here that the 
Palmer and Sullivan combination had sold all 
their railway interests in Mexico to an English 
syndicate. At last reports the Central Railroad 
had 1,092 kilometres of track completed, without 
counting siding and double tracks.

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THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


A New Movement iu Canada—Maryland 
‘Femperance Men—Enforcing the Kan- 
sus Prohibition Law. 

Otrawa, Ont., April 26.—[Special.]—In- 
fluential members of the Dominion Alliance 
appeared before the Senate committee on the 
liguor-traffic legislation and represented the 
views of the alliance. The principles so far 
adopted by the committee are decidedly in 
the interest of temperance. The following 
rules will be binding on Boards of Commis- 
sioners in granting licenses: 

The number will be restricted in country dis- 
tricts, as weil as in cities and towns, to four tav- 
erns to the tirst 1,000 of the population, and one 
to every 400 of the population over 1,000. In 
cities and towns three shops or saloons may be 
licensed for the first 1,200 of the population and 
one for every 1,000 of populauon over 1.200. 
board will regulate the number of shop licenses 
in the countfy. In the case of the first applica- 
tion trom any partysfor a license none will be 
granted unless one-fourth of the electors in the 
district petition in favor of it, but in any case a 
petition from a majority of the electors in any 
district against the granting or renewal will be 
fatal to it. For license purposes the district 
will be the same as the poliing subdivision. 

The deputation trom the Licensed Victual- 
lers’ Association and thatfrom the Dominion 
Alliance both agree to the constitution of the 
licensing boards as proposed by the Govern- 
ment—namely: one County or Superior 
Court Judge, the Warden or Mayor, and a 
third person to be appointed by the Domin- 
ion Government. The present licensing 
boards, whether appointed by provincial or 
municipal authorities, will be abolished. 
Fees will be imposed, payable to the Domin- 
ion Government, simply to defray the ex- 
penses of the machinery of the new law. The 
different provinces will continue to fix and 
receive the tax for licensing themselves. The 


law will be uniform throughout the Do- 


minion. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 26.—[Special.]— 
The Maryland State Temperance Alliance 
has just closed its annual convention in this 
city. About 200 delegates attended from dif- 
ferent parts of the State. There were some 
lively discussions, and Col. Ditty, the Inter- 
nal-Revenue Collector of this district, was 
denounced for having declared that as many 
licenses were issued for the sale of liquor in 
local-option counties in this State now as 
there were before prohibition became a law.

Their 
names are Bell, McHenry, Carpenter, Matly, 
and Turpin. McHenry was shot in the arm 
before his arrest was made. At an inquest 
held at Devil’s Lake City yesterday the five 
men that are there and seven more that are 
on the way said they were present when the 
Ward brothers were shot, but they cid not 
know who did the shooting. The tacts are 
that when the mob came to the shanty the 
door was opened for them to enter by Fred 
Word, when aman caught him by the collar 
and dragged him outside into the crowd, 
when the mob dragged him around the cor- 
ner of the building, where some one shot 
him in the back with a shot-gun. Eighty 
shot were counted in his back. Then, not 
being satisfied with this, another party shot 
him again with a revolver while down, 
Charlie Ward, knowing his brother was 
killed, commenced to fire at the mob 
at the door. They returned the fire 


with a volley, for the building is literally cov- 


ered with bullet-holes. Charlie, see he 
stood no show, made a break out of the door 
and ran. He got about three paces from the 
door when some one shot him in the back of 
the neck with a Winchester rifle. The mob 
then broke the Wards’ stove, took out the 
furniture, and were going to set fire to the 
building when Maj. Uline interfered. Tney 
then looked at the bodies of the Ward boys 
and left. One of the mob named McMeny 
was shot in the arm, he don’t know by 
whom. ‘The Sheriff stated that Fred Ward 


must have lived at least two or three hours

On (be day foliowtug the 
deposit and whiist this check was still in the 
bank's possession it fuiled and the Reeviver sent 
on the Check for eolleeuon, but found payment 
ato} ped.

$30,000 of their uotes which hud been pledged by 
it as Collateral security, B. & Co. demauded the 
return of the check as their property, and that 
the balance of their bank account be set off 
against their notes.

Tue 
if nee was revoked because the company vio- 
lated the conditions of che agreement, and it 
cantinued to sell the invention, Ina suit upoa 
the infringement, Wooster vs. the Singer Manu- 
facturipg Company, brougut in tue United 
States Cireuit Court, Southern Disirict of New 
York, the 12 contested the validity of the 
patent, and on the question of the right of the 
defendant to set up in its auswer the invalidity 
of the patent after ite agreement nog to do sa, 
Judge Shipman, in the opinian, esd; The more 
evumimonly expressed and presumably, therefore, 
better judicial opinion is to the effect that When 
the license has been revoked by the plaiatiif 
aud the bill treats the defendant as a naked in- 
Irmger, be is at liberty to avail himself of any 
defense ordinerily open to any defendant whe 
is charged with infriagement.”’ 

I. SHZRIFF’S SALE—OF PATENTED Ma- 
CHINE-—. 8SAME—FIXTURES—MACHINERY. 
K. bought at a Sheriff's sale of a woodenware 

factory, at whieh there was sold the land and 
buildings, *“* with machinery tor manufacturing 
tubs, pails, eto., large boilers, etc.” In this 
factory were two sreiuing- wachinesa which were 
made under a patent. and the patentee sued K. 
as an iofringer, claiming that the Sperif could 
not sell the right to use the machines. In this 
ease, Wilder va. Kent, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, W. D. of Pennsylyania, Judge Ache- 
son, in dismissing the bili, said: (1) The pur- 
chaser of a machine from the patentee acquires 
no tight to the patent itself, and needa none to 
enable him to enjoy bis ucquisidon, By impli- 
cution he is iuvested with a liceuse to use that 
particular machine, and, in the absence of an cx- 
Dress provision to the contrary, such license 
passes with the machive to suceessive 
owners as an ine:dent of propri- 
etorsbip. That such is the law in the case of 
a voluntary gale is ineontrevertble. But 
wherefore sbouild the riguts of a Sberiff’s ven- 
dee under an execution aguinst the patentee be 
less than those of a purchuser directly from the 
patentee? To deny the vendee the right to use 
such machine would in eect prevent its sule 
upon un execution as au operative apparetus, 
and practically wittdraw it from the reach of 
the owner's execution creditors. The mis- 
ebieyous consequences ta which the dactrine 
contended for would lead cau bardiy be esti- 
mated. The position ig ugtenable. ) The law 
ef Pennsylvania as between vendor and vendee, 
heir and executor, debtor and execution cred- 
itor, machinery. whether fast or loose, of a 
manufactory which is a constituent part there- 
of far the purpases of the business there con- 
ducted, and withaut which the establishment 
would not be fully equipped, is a fixture, and 
passes asa hart ut the treenold. The gryining 
machines were used in the works in the ord- 
nary course of the manufacture of tubs and 
pails, and clearly they were within the scobe ef 
the levy.”’ 

FIXTURES—PUT UP UNDER LEASE— NEW 

LEASK, 

R. rented land and built on it during his lease 
a house and baru. He entered into a new lease 
on the expiration of the first lease, without re- 
moving the buildings, aud without providing for 
his ownership thereof. The landiord claimed 
that the bouse and barn passed to him at the end 
of the lease, and, R. having removed them, be 
brought an action tor the ownership of bis 
property. In this ease, Marks vs. Ryan, the Su- 
preme Court of California, the decisiou was in 
favor of the landlord. Judge Sharpetein, in 
the opinion said: Asurrender of the premises, 
after the expiration of o lease, is such an 
abandonment as Vests the title in the landlord. 
In reason and principle the aeceptance of the 
lease Of the premises,including the building, with- 
out any reservation ofrigbt or mention of any 
claim to the buildings and fixtures, and occupa- 
tion under the vew letting, are equivalent to a 
surrender of the possession to the landlord at 
the expiration of the first term.“

usually temporary. They are caused and would 
in due time be removed by the elements. But 
to avoid temporary inconvesience it s Custotn- 
ary, eapeciaily ia the rural districts, tor the 
peaple to assewbie end *broak out the roads, 
without es pense to the towa. lu doing so they 
aim at practical convenience, and frequently, 
as ip this case, depart somewhat from the trav- 
eled path. People do net expect the reads to be 
as commeodious and sate iu the winter as in the 
summer. It ie ou in an excep onal case when 
the public authorities are called upon to uct, 
The method adopted ig this case was reason- 
able, and sanctioned by long and immemortal 
usage by which the platutiff nere must 
bound.”

TRADE-MARK~—ENPIRED PATENT, 

Sewing-machines were manufactured in Ger- 
many and seut to London for sale. They were 
made under theSimeer patent after its expiration, 
and were sold as Singer wmuchines. The Singer 
Manufacturing Company sued for infringement 
of its trade-mark on the ground that they had 
always designated their machines bya brass 
plate on the machine baving the word “ Singer” 
on them. In this case,Siuger MauufacturingCo m- 
pany vs. Log. it appeared that the machines were 
made under the Singer patent, and that they had 
the brass plate with Singer on it placed on 
them, The cause was carried tothe House of 
Lords, where the Lord Osaneellor gave the fol- 
lowing us bis judgment: (i) Afleg the expira- 
den of a patent the right to manufacture under 
it iscommou te all, and tbe production may be 
desigauted so as to show the former invenwon, 
and theownerof the patent cannot complain 
that bis trade-mark is appropriated. (2) But the 
business name and reputation of a manufactur- 
er in producing works undcr a patent is bis own, 
and no one can use bis name fraudulentiy to 
mislead and deceive purchasers, He may insist 
ou bis trade- mark. 


B. F. Alien vs. Hiekliug— Judge Knick 
erbveker Decldes tor the Defendant. 
The time of the Probate Court was occupied 

yesterday in the further hearing of the evidence 

and arguments in tue matter of the claim of B. 

F. Allen against the estate of Williaw Hickling, 

deeeased, tor $10,000, During Mr. Hiekiing's 

lifetime he had some dealings with Allen by 
which he came in possession of certain Des 

Moines gas-bonds, which turned out to be worth- 

less, and suit was brought against him and judy- 

ment obtained. Alién, after leaving bere, went 
to Des Moines, and soon after bis wife embarked 
in the dry-roods business., and upon her 
death he was appointed admiuistrator 
of ber estate. He continued the business for 
awhlle, but subsequently moved the goods to 

Leadville. He added to the stock, and gave 

mortgages, it is said, to the persons of Whom be 

had bought goods tosecure them, but in an evil 
hour the attorney of the Hickling estate went to 

Leadville and attached the property. Consider- 

uble litigation followed, and in the meantime 

the goods, which bad been stored. were sold for 
storage. and Alleu's claim as administrator“ 
bas grown out of tbis. 

Mr. Allen was the first witness called, and 
substantially repeated his evidence of a week 
ago, adding notung new. but simpiy detailing 
the causes which bad led him ta remove the 
goods to Leadville, which were that business 
wus dull at Des Moines at that time. He was 
followed by his son-in-law, M. L. Swords, whv 
hud had move or less to do with Allen in manag- 
ing the estate. He corroborated Mr. Alien’s 
story, and uxed the value of the goods at from 
$3,000 to 810,000. His testimony was followed 
by the presentation of documentary evideuce, 
consisting largely of the records in the uttach- 
ment suit, 

For the defense very little evidence was of- 
fered, and it was all of a documentary charac- 
tex. Copies of the mortgages given on the stuck 
bya B. F. Allen & Co." were exbibited, and 
also a copy of the inventory taken by Alle 
after he had been appoloted administrator o 
the estate. The latter document showed that 
the goods in dispute had been inventoried at 
about 3800, and the abject of offering the evi- 
dence appeared to be to show chat Mr. Allen 
bad been doing business lu bis own name and 
for himself, and not as administrator. 

The arguments were terse and to the point, 
and the decision of the Judge was equally so. 
He beid that the goods bad been removed from 
Des Moines without autaerity, and when taken 
to Leadville Mr. Allen’s administratorship eud- 
ed, the administration Baving been granted ia 
gnuother State. Furiber than tais, it was beld 
that Mr. Alleu bad acted iliegaliy througbout, 
and thas the heira for whom he said be was act- 
ing bad their acuion against bim alone, and that 
it was the province of the Iowa court appoint- 
ing him tothe position to protect them in the 
settlement of the estate. Im cogelusion, be de- 
nied the claim. 

Notice of an appea! to the Circuit Court was 
given by Allens attorneys, and the prospceets 
are that the case will be fought over again at 
an early day.

TRIUMPH OF TECHNICALITY 


The Woman-‘urderer Kring, of St, 
Lonts, Again Out im the Sunlight, 
Practicaily a Free Mau. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 26.—Charles F. 
Kring, the famous murderer of Mrs, Dora 
Broemser, was admitted to bail today in 
$3,000, Kring was lodged in jail in Janu- 
ary, 1875, and has only been out three times 
since, the first being in 1881, which was the 
first time he had seen the earth or sky in six 
years. This was to visit a dying sister, The 
other occasions were to be photographed and 
to attend his sister’s funeral. Kring was 
twice tried, convicted of murder in the 
first degree, and sentenced to hang 
in 1876 and 1881. The latter time he 
was within twelve hours of execution, 
when a stay was granted by the Supreme 
Court. In addigion there were two mistrials, 
and once he pleaded guilty to murder in the 
second degree, and was sentenced to twenty- 
five years in the penitentiary. Ile with- 
drew his piea, however, when sentence was 
passed, as he said arrangements had been 
made with the Circuit Attorney that he 
should only receive ten years. Ile was then 
placed on trial again and convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree. His counael carried 
the case to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which recently reversed the decision 
ot the Missouri courts on a peculiar legal 
point. . When Kring entered jail eight 
years ago his welght was 199 pounds. 
lle was a gtrong, rabust, muscular 
man. Today heis emaciated and feeble, a 
mere skeleton. He is suffering from con- 
suum pon, and it is thought cannot live jong. 
fle will next be arraigned for murder in the 
second degree, but bis acquittal is expected 
as evidence cannot again be procured. Dora 
Broemser, whom he shot Jan, 4, 1875, was 
the wife of his business partner. He was 
infatuated with her, and she refused to leave 
her husband and go with him. The Kring 
case was one of the most remarkable on rec- 
ord, and has attracted general and profes- 
siona! attention in all parts of the country.

GAS BILLS. 
THEIR DIMENSIONS DUE TO INCORRECT 
METERS~—HOW TO GET A REBATE. 

There is a way to reduce gas bills in, spite of 
the monopolies that control the lighting of 
the residences of this city and charge more than 
any other corporations in the Uuited States. 
Few people know of the way, and Tas TRIBUNE 
will enlighten them. There is a brivate in- 
spector of meters, who has been at work quietly 
here for some time, and has demonstrated that 
he can save to consumers from W to 50 per cent 
of what they bave been paying tor gas. The 
companies of this city use what is known as the 
dry meter, which, it is claimed, does not register 
correctly. The more accurate wet meter was 
discarded by them because the glycerine and 
water it contained froze in the winter, and also 
because the other answered their purposes bet- 
ter. That the dry meter is not accurate has 
been shown over and over again. 

A test was made of that used by Race Broth- 
ers last July, and it was found that it registered 
ll per cent taster than it ought to, and, at 
another time, that it showed 15 per cent too 
much. As the tirm bad been using the meter for 
six years, they have asked the gas company for a 
rebate for the whole period. It is doubtful, 
however, if they can get all that is due them, 
since the city ordiuance limits the time witbin 
which a rebate may be claimed to three montas. 


REBATES ALLOWED. 


Sprague, Warner & Co. got back $3 for three 
months, A. H. Beasley & Co. $60, and a large 


uel Meyers & Co.’s rebate for three months was 
$3.95, and, as their meter had been in for twen- 
ty years, they bud paid at least $220 more than 
they ought, but $216 of it was lost. Mr. Beasley 
is out over £400 in seven years. 0 

Out of 1,360 dry meters tested by the expert 
only 45 per cent registered correctly, and 52 per 
cent either slow or fast, in some cases the 
consumer paying $65 a month more thun he 
should bave done. 

THE EFFECT OF PRESSURE. 

A thing not generally avpreciated is that 
pressure plays an important part in gas bilis. A 
“ three-light ’’ meter will supply fifteen burn- 
ers, a “five-light’’ twenty-tive. and a ten- 
ligut fifty. The consumer often bas a greater 
pressure than is necessary, since, if be turns off 
ten of bis twenty-tive burners, a large percent- 
age of the gas that would bave passed through 
the twenty-five goes through the fifteen, and 
his economy is in reality waste. Asan illustra- 
tion, the experience of J. V. Farwell & Co. may 
be mentioned. They have 40 burners in their 
immense building. and turned off eighty and 
put in the electric lgnht, yet their gas bills 
showed no reducnun. The reason was that the 
pressure Caused just as much gus to escape or 
be burned as if the whole number ot jets had 
been lighted. 

It is possible to rerulate the burning of gas 
not only at the meters, byt at the burners, by 
automatic governors, anGé thus protect the con- 
sumer against the gas company. The tirst thing 
to do is to test the meter, woich the corporation 
and City Gas Inspector never do unless : 
is a complaint, and private consumers, as arr. 
don't bother themseives about what seems to be 
u small matter, but which, in the aggregate, ia 
quite an item in household expenses.

A CoOoFFIN- PLATE. 
A MYSTERIOUS“ FIND’”’ SATISFACTORILY Ex- 
PLAINED. 

Walkimg in the vicinity of Rush Medical Col- 
lege the other day a lady picked up a bright ob- 
ject that glittered in the sunshine. It proved to 
be a coffin-plate, and, as it was considerabiy 
mutilated, the first impression of the finder was 
that it had been wreuched from a coitin-lid. 
Other suggestions naturally crowded upon her 
mind. Perhaps the coffin and its treight had 
fallen into the hands of medical students, and 
in some cemetery loving relatives ot the dead 
were placing flowers upon an empty grave. 
Giancing at the plate she saw that it bore the 
name ot a boy 17 years of age, and the fact that 
the aute of the birth corresponded with that of 
her own son served only tomake the pain of her 
ghastly discovery all the ureater. She brought 
the plate to THE TRIBUNE Office, hoping that tne 
relatives of the dead boy might be found and the 
articie restored to them. 

An investigation was promptly made, and it 
was found by searching in the records of the City 
Board of Health that the boy wnose name was on 
the plate bad died last spring and the funeral had 
taken place from a Prairie avenue residence. 
The certificate of death told. of course, who the 
undertaker was. and a visit was paid to his es- 
tablisameut. He remembered baving buried 


the boy, but could not explain how the coftin- 


plute should be found near Rush Medical Col- 
lere, and referred the reporter to the engraver 
from whose workshop the plate emanated. 

It was learned at the latter place that the 
plate had been engraved by a young man living 
within one block of the college. The foreman 
examined the plate and stated that it bad evi- 
deutly been spoiled while it. was being en- 
gcaved, there being a ustake in one 
of the numerals, and that it had been 
thrown aside and a new one executed. 
It was improbable that it had been taken from 
acotiin. The plate was in the usual shape of a 
pdraliclogram, two of the sides having been cut 
of.

TRUMAN B. HANDY. 


HIS PARTNER WANTS THEIR BUSINESS RE- 
LATIONS ENDED. 

Samuel H. Richardson yesterday filed a bill in 
the Circuit Court against his partner, Truman 
B. Handy, asking for a dissolution of partner- 
ship. He says that on the 2d of January last he 
and Handy went into business as brokers and 
commission merchants, agreeing to share profits 
and losses equally. The affairs of the firm have 
become so disordered and embarrassed that it is 
no longer protitable to continue the copartner- 
ship. The assets, consisting of open accoants, 
notes, etc., are worth about $10,000, but a num- 
ber of suits by attachment have been begun 
against the firm.. Richardson, therefore, asks 
for a Receiver and dissolution ot the firm's 
affairs. An application was at once made to 
Judge Tuley, and Eugene Labee appointed Ke- 
ceiver under a bond for $20,000. 

Mr. Handy left last night for Cincinnati. Dur- 
inw the day be was asked about the suspension, 
but declined to say anything, Stating that it was 
nobody's business but his and his creditors’, and 
the public had no cougern in his affairs. It is 
his intention to make a statemeot to his cred- 
itors, and be will probably send it to them by 
mull by Monday.

THIRD ANNUAL MEETING OF THE EDUCA- 
TION COMMISSION. 
The third annual meeting of the New West 


Education Commission, the object of which is 


to further the cause of general education, es- 
pecially in Utah, Colorado,and New Mexico, was 
held yesterday morning at the Union Park 
Church. Probably 200 ladies and gentlemen were 
present when Dr. F. A. Nobie, the President, 
called the commission to order, and Col. Charles

report, which gave in detail the amount con- 
tributed to the cause by each State, the total re- 
ceipta.s being $40,682; disbursements, $39,554; 

in treasury, $1,127. 

port of the Rey. Charles R. Bliss, the 
General Secretary, was an outline of the work 
of the lust year, which showed gratifying pros 
ress. The commission had had under their gen- 
eral Care during the year four academies and 
fifteen other schools, emploving thirty-three 
teachers, and having 1.600 pupils. Above 1,000 
of this number were in Utah, and about 7 
them were children of Mormons. After careful 
examination it was resolved to contentrate ef- 
fort in Salt Lake City. 

Following the report was the address by 
Judge Loomis upon “Mormonism.” He con- 
sidered the subject in its political bearing and 
reviewed the measures adveeated for its sup- 
pression.

EDUCATION. 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE EDUCATORS. 
Ata meeting of the Board of Education last 
night it was resolved that proposals be again 
opened for painting and glazing the South Di- 
vision High School, and that Thomas Oleson, hav- 
ing made a mistake in his bid, be released from 
bis performance of the contract. The Board 


rejected the recommendation of the Committee 
on Buildings and Grounds that the contract for 
heating and ventilating the Ogden School buiid- 
ing be awarded to B. R. Hawley at his bid of 
$5,585. It was decided to advertise for proposals 
to sell to the City of Chicago lots for school sites 
in the vicinity of Centre and Huriburt, Plum 
and Loomis, Nobie and Huron, and Lincoln and 
West Twentieth streets. The Board referred to 
the Joint Committee on School Funds and Build- 
ings and Grounds an offer of the Chicago & 
Western Indiana Railroad Company to 
pay the Board of Educaand 570,000 for 
the school property on Third avenue. 
The railirvad company agreed to give the board 
the use of the property for one year free ot 
rent, and to take possession at once of the prop- 
erty west of the school building and fence it off 
from the tracks. 

Herbert J. Barton was elected Principal of the 
Kinzie School. 

The Committee on Text-Books and Instruc- 
tion submitted a lengthy report, which reflected 
in a sarcastic way on the “Quincy method”’ of 
teaching, and which indorsed the methods now 
i’ force in the Chicago schools. The committee 
doubted the expedieocy of oral instruction iu 
grammar, as suggested by Mr. Hoyne. Such in- 
struction made but vague an@fugitive impres- 
sions” on the mind of the student. It was rec- 
ommended, bowever, that music and drawing be 
made hereafter obligatory studies. There was 
no necessity for the intruduction of ethical cult- 
ure, because a general tone of sound morality 
pervaded the schools. More attention should be 
given to physiology and hygiene. The report 
was deferred and ordered published.

ILLINOIS. 
GLANDERS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 26,—(Special.]—Dr. 
Paaren, the State Veterinarian, bas returned 
from Perry County, where he went, under au- 
thority of the State Board of Health, to investi- 
gate the glanders epidemic, together with the 
County Commissioner 5, Thomas Stevenson, of 
Cutler, and A. Blanchard, of Tamarva. He ex- 
amined all the suspected cases, and ordered the 
destruction of four horses—two belonging to 
Sylvester Walley. one to A. J: Brown, and one to 
J.J. Polley, all farmers located on Paradise 
Prairie, some seven or eight miles from Du 
Quoin. It appears that the disease originated 
on the farm of P. P. C. Provart in the 
fall of 188, but was not at the time 
detected, and che affected animals were 
soid to different persons. Asa result, the con- 
tagion is reported to be pretty generally scat- 
tered throughout this vicinity, the border line 
of Jackson and Perry Counties. A number of 
animals that show symptoms of the disease have 
been quarantined and the owners forbidden to 
dispose of them. Stables, harness, and other 
articles lixely to be infected are being thorough- 
ly cleansed and disinfected, and it is hoped to 
check the further spread of the disease. Thus 
far no case of the contagion has appeared in 
this neighborhood among human beings. Re- 
ports are received of the existence of a similar 
disease in Peoria County. 

SMALL-POX, 

The City Physician of Bloomington reports to 
the State Board of Healtb another importation 
of small-pox from Germany. The patient, a 
woman, left Hamburg March 27, and arrived in 
Bloomington Saturday last. She began to break 
out Sunday afternoon with confluent small- pox. 
The dates of arrival in this country and of the 
eruption show that the disease must have been 


contracted on shipboard. Both the woman and 


her husband were unsuccessfully vaccinated by 
the surgeon of the steamer, but as there is now 
no inspection service, such as operated last year 
so efficiently, the failure was not discovered 
until several people in Bloomington bad been 
ex posed.

STATE. AFFAIRS. 


Proceedings of the Michigan Legis- 
lature. 

LANSING, Mich., April 26.—[Special.]—The 
friends of temperance: legislation made an- 
other break today, and tried to pass the pro- 
hibitory amendment in the House. It only 
got fifty-six votes, however, and therefore 
went down. The vote was aftewards recon- 
sidered, so as to give some one a chance to 
get a crack at it by means of some sort of an 
amendment. The facts are, however, that 
all hopes of getting a prohibitory amendment 
through are futile. The House was in a giving 
mood today, and without an opposing voice 
voted to appropriate $123,000 for the asylum 
for the School for the Blind; also, $90,000 for 
the Reform School for Boys. The Senate 
has passed Pennington’s bill compelling rail- 
road companies to charge uniform rates on 
local freight. There was a new section 
added to the bill by which all roads not pay- 
ing dividends of 8 per cent or more shall 
exempted from the provisions of the act. 
This practically lets them all out so far as 
they now stand. The House has passed 
Senate bill by which Callaghan & Clark, of 
Chicago, become publishers of the compiled 
laws of Michigan. This is a big 

lum for the firm, and one that they have 

en reaching for through two terms of the 
Legislature. The bill giving the Commis- 
sioner of Mineral Statistics a salary of $2,500 
per year has passed both houses. Swiue- 
ford, the editor of the Marquette Mining 
Journal, holds the office by grace of the pres- 
ent Governor. He must publish 1,000 annual 
reports out of that salary, and then can seil 
ail the additional copies he wants to. It will 
be a cool day when he loses anything by it. 


Butler Cornered—The Tewksbury in- 
Vestigation. 

Boston. Mass., April 26.— Special. — Yes- 
terday Gov. Butler addressed letters to the 
Board of State Charities and Harvey N. 
Shepard, Assistant Attorney-General, de- 
manding by what right the board asked his 
Opinion regarding Butler's recent order to 
the board, and by What right Shepard had 
given the opinions. Today Shepard writes 
a stinging letter to Butler, saying he has 
performed the duties of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in the latter’s absence, as provided by 
law, adding: It has been the custom and 
practice of this office for very many years 
for the Assistant Attorney-General to give 
opinions over his own signature, and it has 
been my privilege and honor this year to 
give several such opinions to your Excel- 
lency, which, as far as I have been informed, 
have been received without protest or ques- 
tion. 

Boston, Mass., April 26.—Dr. G. A. Tuck- 
er, of Australia, an expert, had examined 
nearly all the insane asylums in the country 
and visited the insane ward of ‘Tewksbury 
two weeks ago; saw every patient and found 
everything remarkably clean; found only 
seven persons to care for 200 patients, but 
was told the appropriation would allow no 
more; the inmates were neat and clean; 
— it improper that female patients 
should have male attendaats, which was one 
of the greatest evils at Tewksbury. va 
would have the insane at Tewksbury, or 
any other institution, employed constantly; 
the mode of restraint there was the same as 
that employed at other institutions. 

Cornelius O'Brien testified that he went to 
Tewksbury for a severe cold; patients who 
were unable to feed themselves hdd no one 
to assist them: he had seen Walter Winning, 
a nurse, kick an old man named Moran 
down the ward into his bed; had also seen 
the latter tied upon the bed for hours, and 
nearly choked to death by straps; had knowu 
“French Joe,“ a pauper in charge of the 
clothes-room, to sell his shoes for 25 cents, 
and when witness threatened to write to the 
Governor Capt. Marsh said he would kick 
him out of the office. 

Some time was spent in trying to show that 
this witness was quarrelsome and a chronic 
drunkard. |

No Danger ot Cyclones in Chicago—The 
Atmospheric Conditions Which Pro- 
duce Them—An Interview with Prot. 
Elisha Gray. 

The cyclones have begun their deadly 
work early the present season. That they have 
begun tremndousin the far South, is only the 
more positive proof that willfollow the grad- 
ual elevation of temperature northward, and 
appearin due time at or near the scenes of 
devastation of last year. That the region of 
Chicago is not subject to their visitation, on 
account of the counteracting volume of lake 
athmosphere, is the one grain of consolation 
added to the attractiveness of the Garden 
City as asummer resort. Let chemists de- 
moralize the country with reports of the vile 
nitrogenous matter in our brewery and 
Bridgeport air, and the organic substances in 
our drinking water, so long as electricions 
demonstrate our freedom from cycloftes. 
Whence do these unnatural windstorms 
come? Whither do they go? What is their 
mission and prevention? These are subjects 
demanding calm consideration. 4 

Prof. Elisha Gray is the perspicuously- 
speaking electrician who ventures upon the 
sea of problematic solution. 

‘Ido not see anything in the theory of 
recurring periods of cyclones,’’ he said yes- 
torday. They may or may not have been 
more severe during the last two or three 
years than formerly, but records are not suf- 
ficiently authentic to shoy,”’ 

THE CAUSE OF LONES, 

* What is the cause of cyclones ?”’ 

* Tney are the result of a combination of 
atmospherical conditions. The immediate 
cause is the meeting of two bodies of air of 


unequal temperature. The greater the in- 
equality and volume the more terrible the 
effect. The first effect of the sudden 
meeting of the two volumes greatly differing 
in temperature is rapid condensation of 
moisture. This sets free avast amount of 
latent heat aud electricity. In other words 


it releases a vast storehouse of energy which 


existed in the form of potential energy, but 
now becomes active, or energy in motion. It 
seeks to equalize itself, and in so doing as- 
sumes various forms of motion. 

“ Tornados only occur under peculiar con- 
ditions; that is, where there is a sudden 
meeting of vast volumes of air greatly differ- 
ing in temperature, as before stated. These 
conditions are most generally found during 
the months of March, April, and June. You 
will notice that they begin further south early 
in the spring. Later, in * and June, the 
meeting int of the hot and cold 
currents changes its base and moves further 
North. Later still, when the temperature 
has become sufficiently equalized, tornados 
disappear or very seldom occur. 

LIKE A DAMMED POND. 

“A storm may be compared toa body of 
water dammed up. If the water is released 
it will run out and seek its lower level. It 
will run fast or slow, according to the oppor- 
tunity it has. The time it will consume in 
running out will depend on two things: 
First, the amount of water pent up: and 
second, the size of the breath made in the 
dam. If the breach is small and the body of 
water large, it will 
out. But if the breach is large enough 
it will run out in a very short 
time. In both instances the same amount of 
energy will be expended in emptying the 
pond. In the first case, no damage will be 
done as the water runs out gradually and is 
along time aboutit. In the other instance, 
however, there may be great damage be- 
cones the whole force is spent in a very short 
time. 

We have just had a parallel in these two 
storms. The one in Mississippi spent all its 
force at once, or iu afew mo so far as 
a given locality was concern he one 
which has just passed over us was of about 
forty-eight hours duration. Probably in the 
latter storm there was more energy spent 
than in the former, but far less destructively 
because it was spent gradually. 

ELECTRICAL GENERATION AND ATTRAC- 
TION. 


In the case of a tornado, the very rapid 
condensation causes a very rapid and vast 
accumulation of electricity. For some unex- 
plained reason the funnel assumes a gyra- 
tory motion, and, as the cloud becomes more 
heavily ‘charged with electricity, it is at- 
tracted to the earth, which is charged with 
an opposit kind of electricity. After con- 
tact with the earth it usually rises again 
until the charge grows stronger, when it is 
attracted to the ground, which relieves it of 
some of its force. Thus it goes on rebound- 
ing like a ball until its electrical energy is 
exhausted and the cloud rises to its natural 
position. 

The force which gives the cyclone its 
great power is electricity, and as soon as it 
is disarmed of its electrical phase these very 
violent exhibitions of force cease.”’ 

“Chicago does not seem to have a corner 
on cyclones,”’ suggested the reporter. 

CHICAGO IN NO DANGER. 

We never have cyclones along the lake 
shore onaccount of the influence the lake 
has over the temperature of the air. The 
lake atmosphere probably extends to the up- 
per limit of atmosphere. Except perhaps 
the end of a spent cyclone at Glencoe, there 
has been no damage done here for thirty 
years at least by such storms.” 

Is there any prevention of cyclones?” 

‘Possibly nothing within the immediate 
reach of man. The planting of forests might 
obviate their effect. As long as cold bodies 
of air drop into the hot masses next the 
8 there is no effectual way of preven- 
ion.

A bill bas passed the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature appropriating $265,000 to complete the 
double tracking and improvement of the Troy 
& Greenfleld Railroad and the Hoosac Tunnel. 

The managers of the New York Stock Ex- 
ehange Clearing-House expect to have it open 
for business in about three weeks. A similar 
plan is said to work well in London. 

New York and Norfolk, Va., now only need 
proper connections, it is said, to give a most di- 
rect line from New York to Texas. 

The Cincinnati Southern has arranged with 
the Ocean Steamship Company to take export 
whisky in bond from Savannah to the Bermudas. 
na whisky is to be taken in cargo lots of 7,000 

ris. 

It is stated that the Canadian Pacific is work- 
ing to secure a through line to compete with 
the Grand Trunk between Toronto and Montreal. 
It wauts power to confirm the leasing of the 
Credit Valley, Ontario & Quebec, and Atlantic 
& Northwestern Railways, which bave not the 
charter right to execute such a lease. 

May 1 the Boston Clearing-House will cease 
to issue certificates for use in settling bai- 
ances. Gold certificates are to take theig place. 
The certificates now in use are of value only to 
the Boston banks belonging to the ciearing- 
bonse, and are not so convenient as the others. 

Wall street is wondering what has become of 
all the lambs that formerly rushed in large 
flocks to its folds. Thertruth is, sheep-raising 
has been transferred to the West. The business 
is carried on out this way with much /ese risk 
than in Wall street. 

The Baltimore & Ohio owns all the bonds, 
$5,000,000, and most of the stock (another five) 
of the new line to be built between Baltimore 
and Phiiadeiphia. Provision has been made by 
the B. & O. and the Baltimore & Philadelphia 
Companies for the cost of the new line up to 
$17,000,000, the former to provide from its own 
resources beyond the amount of the mortgage 
all that is required to construct and equip the 
line in excess of the above figure. The build- 
ing of a long bridge and expensive terminal 
facilities are the reasons for the high cost of the 
road. 

lt is estimated that the American syndicates 
building railroads in Mexico will make out of 
12,850 miles of track about $393,500,000. Build- 
ing railroads that neta profit of over $30,000 to 
the mile would seem to be a rather costly under- 
taking for a country tike Mexico. If the esti- 
mates be anywhere near the truth, one might 
infer that a species of railroad jobbery is going 
on down there similar to the railway schemes 
which put Chili and Peru into bankruptcy, 

The bulk of the business in stocks in New 
York is said to be by room traders. The short 
interest is thought tg be getting very unwieldy. 
Jay Gould ts comin West, and predicts an im- 
provement in Wall street on bis return. 

The earnings of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
for the third week in April inereased $3,300. The 
Milwaukee, Lake Shore & Western increased 
$3,300. Lake Shore earnings reported to have 
increased $65,000. Missouri Pacific system gained 
$43,000. Northwestern gained $38,000. The amalli- 
ness of the increase is due to the loss by fire of 
nine locomotives. Omaba increased $12,000. 
Louisville & Nashville decreased $17.000. Earn- 
ings from July 1 to April 1 gained $1,246,000. 
The Union Pacific earnings first three weeks of 
April decreased $78,000. 

The Little Miami proposes to pay of all the 
first mortgage bonds maturing May 1. 

The rumor that the Texas Pacific would issue 
new stock is unfounded. The company is not 
building a single mile of pew road. 

The Receiver of the Jersey Central says when 
the stockholders pay od the floating debt he 
will turn over to them the property. lt is said 
the cash can be readily raised without selling 
any of the company’s securities. 

The Denver statement for 1882 shows 1,100 
miles in operation, against 686 the previous year. 
The gross earnings last year were $6,405,000; net 
earnings $2,584,000, which, with the protit on the 
leased line D., R. & W., made the total income 
$2,621,000. The total charges, except principal 

on the rolling - stock trusts, amounted to $2,245,- 


000. This leaves asurplus over ail charges of

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were fairly 
active yesterday and all agreed in being easier 
early in the day, but closing up strong. The 
outside world sent in its orders later thao usual 
and the buying side was well represented, caus- 
ing some chagrin to those who Bad solid in the 
morning, because they misunderstood the tone 
and temper of the trade. The clouding skies 
were perhaps some reason for greater strengt 


— 


in breadstuffs towards 1 o'clock, though it 


uld be difficult to tell why that were a reason 
der present conditions. 

Provisions were active, and generally stronger. 
They fell off a little early in the day and at one 
time looked quite weak, with an easier hog 
market here, and a Liverpool decline of 6d on 
lard. But the deciige invited buyers, and a 
good many purchas orders came in, which 
started prices up again, and reduced the volume 
of offerings by strengthening some men with 
feebieknees who had rushed in to sell on the 
initial. break. The demand continued good 
through the session, and was quite brisk near 
lo’clock, causing a closing strong at the top. 
June pork was relatively firm, closing 22%c 
above the lates@™price of Wednesday, at $2945, 
while July closed 17%c higher at $19.65. Lard 
closed 100 higher, at $1165 for May 
and $11.90 bid for July. Short ribs closed T%c 
higher, at $10.40 for May and $10.67% for July. 
There was a fair shipping demand for meats, 
especialiy for hams, 800 tos of which changed 
hands. On the afternoon call pork was tirmer 
and ribs easier. 

Flour was in moderate demand, but quiet, as 
the recently advanced views ot holder were 
said tobe generally above the limits of export 
buyers. There was a fair local trade, and some 
doing for Eastern shipment. Coarse millstuffs 
were firm, with a light supply. 

Wheat was active and firmer, after an early 
touch of weakness. The market declined 10 
1%c, then advanced 1\%c, and closed Me above 
the latest prices of Wednesday, at $1.11% for 
May and $1.15 bid for July. - Public advices 
called Liverpool and London tame at a decline 
of 6d per quarter, and St. Louis people were 
weak on the fact of finer weather and a 
greatimprovement in the iooks of the winter 
wheat in Southern Illinois. The sales on outside 
account were supplemented by local throwing 
of lots bought the previous day, and the big 
longs did not attempt to sustain the market. But 
later private cables told of a steadier feeling in 
England and a change followed here. After 
II o'clock the orders were mostiy to buy, and 
the market turned quite strong, with more do- 
ing. A good many men on Change talked as if 
they think the wheat market is a milking deal 
just now, being controlled by a few men who 
will drive the sborts into a corner presently un- 
less the said shorts take the load soon at higher 
prices than now. Car-lotsof No. 2 sold lc lower, 
while the inferior grades were strong with light 
offerings. On the afternoon call the market de- 
clined 4c, and later was quoted %o off at 51.11 
bid for May and $1.14 bid for July. 

Corn was rather more active and irregular, 
but generally firmer. The market closed Ic 
higher than on Wednesday afternoon, at 55%{c 
for May and sone bid for Juiy. Liverpool re- 
ported a decline of 6d per quarter, and our re- 
ceipte were larger; while che shipping 
movement was dull 830 far as lake 
freights were any indication, and 
the visible supply was large, though called near- 
ly 450,000 bu less than a week previously. But 


2 was better buying after a shade of weak- 


ess at the outset in sympathy with wheat, when 
a good deal was sold by the longs. The chief 
points in the market were an advance of about 
lc in the lower grades under a‘ good inquiry by 
rail shippers, and more desire to fill May shorts, 
though the buyers seemed to put most of it 
out again for July. Receipts for No. 2, dated 
yesterday, were nearly e above the prica of 
regular, as they will carry into May delivery on 
first storage. On the afternoon call the market 
deciined Me, and later was quoted tame at 5560 
for May. 

Oats were dull and irreguiar. The market for 
this month and May was quite weak, the latter 
declining e, to 4le at the close. The cause was 
understood to be larger receipts, the car-lots 
being very nearly the same as in corn, and there 
were some arrivals by canal. The more aeferred 
futures were relatively steady, July closing \c 
higher than on Wednesday afternoon, at 52\c. 
On the afternoon call the market was steady. 

Rye was quiet and easier inthe absence of 
buying orders. May was quoted at 61\c bid and 
620 asked, being about e lower. June sold 
early at Ne. At the same time it was supposed 
that the weakest of the longs had sold the pre- 
vious day. 

Barley was almost lifeless. Sampies were 
slow, and store lots nominally easier, at 82@8ic 
for No. 2 and 56c asked for No. 3. 

Dry goods, millinery, clothing, and boots and 
shoes were quoted as before, ruling fairly active 
and steady. The grocery market was without 
important new features. Aside from coffees 
and sugurs the feeling was steady. Dried fruits 
were dull, as were also canned goods. Fish are 
going out in a liberal way at full prices. In 
dairy products but little activity was developed, 
and for ail except the best goods the 
market was weak. Oil met with a fair 
inquiry, and ruled steady. The pig- 
iron trade is almost at a standstill, owing to the 
demoralized condition of the Eastern markets. 
Coal was inactive at former quotations. There 
was a fair movement in metals and tinners’ 
stovk at easy prices. Nails remain, at $3.25 
rates. Hay, hides, and broom-corn were quoted 
as before. There was fair activity in building 
materials, and most lines were firm. 

The grass-seed market was quiet yesterday 
and steady. The season is about over, and deal- 
ers are now selling in odd lots from store to the 
small trade. Flax is salable to the crushers, 
and the offerings are small. Potatoes were in 
request, and fine stock was firm under moderate 
offerings. Poultry was salable to the city trade 
at full recent prices. 

The Cail Board will hold a caucus tomorrow, 
after the afternoon call. When it is known that 
the annual election falls due next Tuesday the 
reason of the caucus will be apparent. 

It was femarked yesterday that it was not a 
failure, but a general debility that caused 
Wednesday's fuss. 

The Peoria distillers are taking out their eat - 
tle, and will reduce production in May. 

The Washington authorities estimate the pres- 
ent acreage to winter wheat in the United States 
us 27,734,200 acres, against 27. 482. 150 acres a year 
ago, being an increase of 252,050 acres. 

It may be as wellto remember in connection 
with a pending controversy that the meats 
shipped by Mr. Hately left this city about July 
1. in 1889, that Mr. Hately did not compiain to 
the Directors of the Board of Trade till early in 
1882, and that the railroad agent was not sus- 
pended till the latter part of January, 188. It 
will soon be three years since the act or oniis- 
sion complained of; and the matter is not set- 
tled yet.

WHAT ARE CROP ESTIMATES WORTH ? 

CHICAGO, April 25.—[Editor of the Tribune.]— 
Of what value are the estimates of our graia 
crops as furnished by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington? Just previous to the har- 
vegt of 1882 we were promised a yield of wheat 
for the eutire country Of abdut 560,000, bu. 
Later on the estimates were reduced to about 
520,000,000 bu; then again to 510,000. 000 bu, and 
mally to about 618,000,000 bu. It will be right 
and proper for the department at Wasnington to 
issue its tinal decree next June of the number 
of bushels of wheat raised last year, when from 
the actual count of the berries they will have 
discovered that the crop did not amount to more 
than 485,000,000 bu. Such an estimate, bowever 
arrived at, will be nearer the truth than theirs 
of 510,000,000 bu or 508,000,000 bu. As early as last 
October the writer had discovered to bis own 
satisfaction that the crop of wheat was then not 
above 500,000,000 bu, and so expressed himself in 
a letter written at Albert Lea, Minn., and ad- 
dressed toa friend, and said letter was pub- 

ished in THe CaICAGO TRIBUNE in the early 
part of October. 

Since writing that letter I have learned more 
fully of the yieldof wheat, corn, and oats, and 
do not hesitate to say the estimates as pub- 
lished by the department at Washington of tie 
crops raised in 1882 are not reliable. They mis- 
lead, inasmuch as they overestimate the crops 
very materially. 

Of corn, the department early in the season 
estimated the crop to be about 1.700.000. 000 bu, 
and luter the final estimates are 1,650,000,000 bu. 
These figures for the corn crop were given 
after the Cincinnati Price Current published 
its estimates “gathered from sources which 
were perfectly reliable,” that the crop of corn 
for 1882 would be 1,800,000,000 bu. Just previous 
to the Price Current’s estimates there was sent 
broudcast over the country a statement pub- 
lished by acertain “thrashing machine manu- 
facturing company in the spape of a printed 
circular that the corn crop was the largest ever 
raised in tne United States, and in round num- 
bers the crop would be over 2,000,000,000 bu. 
This information was gathered, it was claimed 
from agents in every county in each State and 
Territory. 

And strange as it may seem the agricultural 
depurtments of several States. especially some 
of the Southern and Western States, took a hand 
in issuingestimates just about this time, Au- 
gust and September last, and all of them gave 
glowing accounts of immense crops raised. 

The newspapers, too, helped, asa matter of 
course, and from Texas we learned their crop 
of corn was so large that instead of being a 
buyer of corn raisedin the North t State 
would have at least 20,000,000 bu to wang gell to

other States. 

The simple truth is, Texas did not raise 
enough wheat, corn, or oats to supply its own 
demands. Fora few weeks after their harvest 
they got along without any sdipments of grain 
from the North, but since, last mber wheat, 
corp, and oats have been shipped in large quan- 
tities from Kansas and Missouri into Texas for 
home consum pion, and that, too, at much det- 
ter prices than the grain could be sold for else- 
where. The cora crop bas been overestimated 
fully 15 per cent, and before July or August 
have come and passed the trade will have dis- 
covered this to be a veritable fact. 

The young State of Minnesota and the Terri- 
tory of Dakota, who always bid high for immi- 


as the 

this country 

South. Hence readers may know 
hereafter that if wind or talk will produce a 
crop we can expect just as strong a current from 
the Norton as ir the South. Any one that is 
thoroughly — * regard to the yield of the 
wheat crop of Minnesota in 1882 must admit the 
crop is not as large by at least 10,000,000 
bu as the State Agricultural Department ésti- 
mates made it appear. 

Of oats the department at Washington esti- 
mates the entire crop at 470,000,000 bu. This 
estimate in my opinion is at least 50,000,000 too 
great. And my belief is, from what I have seen 
and heard of the lavish feeding of the crop as 
soon as the oats were headed, that fully one- 
quarter of the oat crop was fed out to stock in 
the first two months ot the crop year. This fact, 
taken with the knowledge that few oats of the 
crop of 1881 were left on band when the new crop 
came in, must teach us there will be a small 
supply of oats in July next. Until the depart- 
ment at Washington adopts some better plan 
than that now in vogue for gathering informa- 
tion in regard to the crop its es are of 
little if any value. H. L. 

[The changes made from time to time in the 
estimates may be accepted as proof that those 
in charge are willing to admit that they are 
wiser today than tney were yesterday. Of 
course it ought to be borne iu mind that any 
such statement is only an average of guesses, 
and should be accepted simply as the result of 
attermpts to guess at the truth.

There are no changes in rates as yet, which are 
laced on a basis of $1L87% per thousand from 
Manistee to this port. ' 


Changes of Buoyage in the Eleventh 
Diatrict. * 

Commander J. C. Watson, Inspector of the 
Eleventh Light-House District, whose bead- 
quarters are at Detroit, bas ollicially announced 
that the following changes in buoyage will be 
made on the opening of navigation: 

Detroit River—Two buogs off Michigan Cen- 
tral Railroad Elevator, Detroit, and one off the 
mouth of Connor's Creek are discontinued. 

St. Clair River—A second red-spar buoy will 
be placed iu the South Channel, about six and 
three-quarters miles above the St. Clair Flats 
Canal, to mark Squirrel Shoal, a thirteen-foot 
spot, upon which the propeller Delaware 
grounded last fall.
